8ecretar/8 Report* 



To the Members of the National Rifle Association of America : 

In submitting to you this report for the year liM)2, I desire to congratulate 
tlie Association on the results accomplislied during the year in different branches 
of the work of the Associatiou, especially in the direction of securing official rec- 
ognition and assistance from the National Government. 

t^arly iu the year a committee, ccmsistiiig of Generals Spencer, Harries and 
Riggs, Major Bell and Mr. Haskell, waited on the Secretary of War and sub- 
mitted to him a plan of reorganization which would make the Association mure 
national in its scope, and otlier suggestions looking to tlie advancement of rifle 
shooting among the citizens of the country. 

The Secretary of War requested that the suggestions be presented to him in 
the form of a counnunication, which was done in the following letter: 

Washington, D. C, January 25, 1902. 
Honorable Elihu Root, 

Secretary of War, 

War Department, Washington, D. C. 
Sir — Referring to conversation had in your oflice by our Committee regard- 
ing the enlargement and scope of the National Rifle Associatiou and its influ- 
ence upon riflle practice generally in the country, we would wish to enlist the 
support of the United States Government in a movement that will bring the Na- 
tional Rifle Association more prominently before the country and stamp the 
propo.sed plau with the approval of the President an<l Secietary of War; and 
to that end the Association would wish that |he Prefsident should appoint seven 
members of an Advisory C!ommittee on Plan and Scope, said Committee to con- 
sist of fifteen members, including the PresiiTent of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion, and seven other members to be appointed by him. 

The duty of this committee would be to recommend plans for the enlarge- 
ment of the influence of the National Rifle Association, bringing it more close- 
ly in touch with the country, to the end that we may arrive somewhere near the 
high standard of marksmanship achieve.! by some other nations. 

As large a committee as this is suggested because of the advisability, if prac- 
ticable, of having representation from different parts of the country, and it 
would seem that no more patriotic duty could be performed than through this 
opportunity offered to the members of th'.s committee. 

As the most important function to be performed by the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation is the encouragement of rifle practice, and as some measure of ex- 
pense must be incurred in connection with work of this kind, if results of any 
importance are to be obtained, exceptional facilities should be provided for the 
National Rifle Association, and its atfiliated organizations, and to that end, if 
legislation does not already exist, it should be had, in order that the National 
Rifle Association may purchase arms and ammunition at cost. 

Later, if circumstances seem to warrant it, legislation can be sought to per- 
mit of the issue of arms or amnninitiou on a more liberal basis. 

Our committee are furthermore of the opinion that information should be 
sought, in case the department is not already in possession of such information, 
regarding the existing facilities for rifle practice possessed by the several states. 
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There should be an earnest endeavor to make more uniform the method of 
rifle practice to be carried on hereafter, and to that end we would recommend 
the appointment of a Board of OflBcers, who should: 

First — Ascertain what facilities exist. 

Second — Make recommiendation as to the kind of i*ange target, etc., that 
would seem to be advisable, in view of the conditions of modern warfare. 

, Third — This Board should prescribe a uniform system for the qualifications 
of experts, marksmen, sharpshooters, etc. 

Fourth— This Board should also report as to the points where ranges should 
be established, for the use of the National Guard and authorized rifle clubs, say 
during the next five years, with or without the assistance of the United States 
Government. 

The Association will later urge assistance by the United States Government 
in the establishment of ranges, where proper facilities do not already exist. 

We would also recommend that steps be taken to obtain accurate information 
as to the measure of assistance and encouragement given by foreign govern- 
ments to individuals and organizations existing for the promotion of general 
rifle practice, to this end if necessary, the assistance of the military attaches 
to be enlisted. 

We submit herewith a proposed addition to your appropriation bill of $5,000, 
in accordance with our conversation of today. 

We would summarize our recommendations as follows: 

First — An Advisory Committee of fifteen, of whom seven are to be appointed 
by the President of the United Sfates. 

Second— Legislation to aid, if it does not already exist, to permit the pur- 
chase by th« association of arms and ammunition at cost. 

Third — Investigation and report by a Board of Officers on existing range 
facilities, conditions under which qualifications ai9 marksmen, etc., shall be had, 
the kind of range target, etc., desirable, and where range facilities not now exist- 
ing should be iprovided. 

Fourth — That steps be taken to ascertain what the foreign governments do 
in the way of encouragement of rifle (practice. 

Fifth — ^An appropriation of ten thousand (10,000) dollars to be made for the 
encouragement of rifle competition between military organizations, to be expend- 
ed under the direction of the Secretary of War.

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The commuukation was referred to the Adjatant Greneral of the Army and 
by him referred to Maj. Jas. Parker, Ass't Adjutant General, for his recom- 
mendation. iMajor Parker's endorsement of the communication was as follows: 

**0n the recommendation of General Bird W. Spencer, N. J. N. G., President 
of the National Rifle Association, that $10,000 be appropriated for the encour- 
agement of rifle competition between military organizations of the Regular 
Army and of the National Guard. 

"This is in the line of practice and proposed legislation of several coumtries, 
notably Switzerland and Great Britain, in which, as in the United States, tht 
military education by conscription of the whole male population is not possible." 

It has developed by recent experience that the ability to hit a mark is a very 
large part of the value of the instructed soldier. When conscription is not pos- 
sible, the encouragement of rifle firing as a military sport affords the government 
of a free country the opportunity to give to the male citizen fit for military ser- 
vice at least a part of the training which is necessai^ in war. How important 
this part is can be shown by numerous instances cited from history in the last cen- 
tury, where good shots, without discipline, have been able to withstand the finest 
troops. It is also a part of the soldier's instruction which requires much time, 
labor and expenditure, as shown by the following examples: 

To qualify a regiment of volunteers as marksmen, each man to fire one hun- 
dred and fifty shots, with a range having ten targets, it will require at the rate 
of ordinary shooting two months or more. In the haste incident to the time of 
war, when troops are urgently needed for active service, sufficient time for target 
piactice is rarely to be had. In 1899 several United States Volunteer regiments 
fired not more than fifteen shots per man before going into action. 

The difficulty at such time is to obtain ammunition, since a reserve amount 
of ammunition is required for active service against the enemy; to obtain ranges 
and targets, since these are not often found in sufficient numbers in the vicinity 
of our volunteer camps; to obtain instructors, since few men of a regiment are 
good shots or understand the principles of instruction. 

The feature of the Constitution of the United States and of the laws enacted 
under it in 1799, which made all citizens liable for service in the militia, and 
which encourages the handling and carrying of arms by establishing the right of 
every citizen to do so, might well be extended and made the animating spring of 
a national system of target practice, by which all citizens fit for active service 
shall be invited to qualify for this important attribute of a good soldier. No more 
useful expenditure of money for our national defence could be made than the 
establishment in places near our centres of popalation, of target ranges, to be 
maintained by the Government and placed in charge of officers and non-commis- 
sioned officers; of the furnishing at cost prices or less of ammunition; of the re- 
striction, as far as to the use of the ranges, to men of military age, of fitness of 
physique and by whom such practice is needed ; of the issuing of certificates of pro- 
ficiency as marksmen to such men, to be in the form of a handsome medal, which 
will be handsome enough to be prized by the recipient. 

The Swiss system of Government aid to voluntary target practice is some- 
what as follows: 

The ranges are provided by the commune; the rifles and ammunition are pro- 
vided by the Government. The marksmen are organized into shooting societies. 
To qualify a member must make a certain score in a competition of thirty shots 
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at ranges betwwn 2<K) and 400 metres. For each of its members who qualifies 
the society is paid a sum equivalent to a day's pay of a laboring man. In 1887 
tbe number of shooting societies competing -was 12,770, containing 119,827 mem- 
bers! of whom 84,309 qualified, earning for the societies $44,620. 

The Swiss military system is a system of compulsory militia education, ev- 
ery citizen being obliged to serve. The course of instruction includes compulsory 
firing, which can be avoided by enrollment and qualification in the voluntary 
shooting society. This acts as a great stimulus to the societies. 

It is assumed that the proposal of Gereral Spencer for Government aid to the 
National Rifle Association is with a view of inaugurating in this countrj' an in- 
terest in target practice, which will eventually produce a system of voluntary 
firing similar or equivalent to that which now exists in Switzerland. The ap- 
propriation of $10,000 will enable compet'tions to be held, which will claim the 
attention of the countrj', and by awakening popular interest make the develop- 
ment of this military sport, which is really military instruction, more general. It 
will be entirely in accordance with the traditions of our country, w^hich first 
showed what the rifle was capable of, and which gained its independence Jatgely 
by the familiarity of our citizens with its use. 

V In regard to the other recommendations of (Jeneral Spencer, that a Board of 
Oflicers, made up partly from the United States Army and partly from the Na- 
tional Guard, be appointeil to consider means for making more uniform the meth- 
od of rifle practice in the United States, it is believed that such action will pro- 
duce the best results. It is well known that the best shots in the United States 
are rather in the National Guard than in the army, this being due to the de- 
mo nd of active service in the army, and it is incontestable that there 
are outside of the army many more individujUs having a scientific knowl- 
edge of the rifle. Among other things which should be decided by such a Board 
is the style of target used, there being much difference of opinion as to the ad- 
vantage of the recent chai>ge made by the army in their target. A quick course 
of target practice for volunteers, arranged so as to produce the best results with 
the consumption of as little time as possible, might also be considered by this 
Board. Further, the Board should consider the advisability of a system of gen- 
eial target instruction. Government aided, to include those not enrolled in the 
National Guard, but who desire to fit themselves in this most important military 
qualification. 

On May 21st, 1902, a bill was reported to the House of Representatives, 
with the report of the committee on military affairs. The bill and the commit- 
tee's report follow:

NATIONAL TROPHY AND PRIZES FOR RIFLE COMPETITION. 



May 21, 1902, Committed to the Committee of the Whole. House on the 

state of the union and ordered to be printed. 



Mr. Mondell, from the Committee on Military Affairs, submitted the following: 

REPORT. 
(To accompany H. R. 14280.) 

The Committee on Military Affairs, having had under consideration the bill 
(H. R. 14280) providing for a national trophy and priz-es for rifle competition, re- 
port the same back with the recommendation that it do pass, with the following 
amendments: 

After the word "and" in line 3, insert the words *'medals and." 
After the word "guard" in line 7, insert the words "or organized militia." 
The committee is of the opinion that the provisions for a national trophy, 
medals and other prizes for marksmanship be competed for by the Army, Navy, 
Marine Corps and members of the national militia will result in greatly stimulat- 
ing and encouraging rifle practice among the men of out regular military estab- 
lishment and also among the men of the militia. 
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There can be uo doubt that the effectiveness of troops in modern warfaxe 
depends very largely upon their marksmanship. In the late war carried on 
in South Africa, the success of the Boers in repulsing attacks by vastly superior 
numbers and in inflicting great punishment on much better drilled and organ- 
ized troops has been due very largely to their knowledge and expert use of the 
rifle. 

The invention of the modern small calibre rifle, with its great range aud 
carrying power, has vastly accentuated the importance of good marksmanship, 
aud the army ^hich contains the largest number of good marksmen will in fu- 
ture wars, other things being equal, have a vast advantage over its adversaries. 

It is true that the men of our regular military establishment havfe a con- 
siderable amount of target practice, and undoubtedly are as proficient in marks- 
manship, man for man, as the men of any other army. But our citizen sol- 
diery upon whom we must depend in time of war for the bulk of our troops, are 
not generally proficient in the use of the rifle, and it is believed that this meas- 
ure, which provides a national trophy and other prizes to be competed for by 
the members of our regular military establishment and our militia organization, 
will revive interest in and greatly stimulate rifle practice among the National 
Guard, and by reason of the rivalry between the organizations raise the stand- 
ard of marksmanship in the regular military establishment as well. 

Major Jas. Parker's recommendations were made part of the Committee's 
report. 

The bill was put on the calendar, but was not reached before the adjourn- 
ment of Congress. 

To Col. B. J. EHmmick, Assistant Secretary of the Interstate National 
Guard Association, much credit is due for the energetic manner in which he 
looked after the interest of the National Rifle Association; and in looking after 
the introduction of the bill and trying to secure its passage. 

During the second session of the 57th Congress lately ended, the calendar 
being so fully taken up by important bills, it was found that the N. R. A. bill 
cnuld not be passed, and our committee on the promotion of rifle practice inter- 
viewed the Secretary of War in regard to getting an appropriation inserted in 
the Army Appropriation bill. With the consent of the Secretary that bill was 
amended by the Senate Committee on Military Affairs by inserting an appro- 
priation of $10,000 for a national trophy, prizes and medals for annual competi- 
tion. In conference this appropriation was reduced to $2,500 and was passed 
in that form. This is an annual appropriation, availaoie each year for prizes and 
trophies at the annual meeting of the N. R. A. Although not a large sum, it is 
an entering wedge and will lead up to more generous appropriations in the fu- 
ture. 

ISSUE OF NATIONAL ARM. 

The Association has been endeavoring during the past year to bring about 
seme kind of an agreement with the War Department in relation to the issue of 
the national arm to rifle clubs through the N. R. A. With that end in view, a 
letter was addressed to the Hon. Joseph R. Hawley, Chairman Legislative Com- 
mittee of the Senate, asking for his assistance in the matter. 

The Senator, who was himself back in the old days an enthusiastic long- 
range rifle shot,. replied: 
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"I have your communication of the 27th referring to the effort which is to be 

DMide to pifovide for the sale of a limited number of Government rifles to the 

N. R. A. and to encourage competition between teams from the army, states, etc. 

I am very friendly to the proposed measure and will give it my careful attention 

when it is introduced. 

"Cordially yours, 

(Signed) "JOS. R. HAWLBY." 

WoiM was received later from the Secretary of War that, under the present 
law, he was unable to find any warrant which would authorize him to grant 
the request of the Association, and suggested that if private guumakers would 
make rifles under specifications approved by the Association, that the Ord- 
nance Department would view such rifles and stamp them at the Government 
arsenals. By this method civilians will be able to get a rifle shooting the Govern- 
ment cartridge and in other respects practically the same as the Government 
rifle. The Association is now in communication with private gunmakers and is 
drawing up specifications for such rifles. 

It is hoped that in a very short while, in fact, before the next annual meet- 
ing, those who desire to shoot with a rifle which would come under the rule as a 
military rifle, will be able to secure them from private makers at a nominal 
sum. 

KIFLrE PRACTICE IN SCHOOLS AND COLLEGES. 

The N. R. A. has had under advisement for some time the introduction with- 
in the schools and colleges throughout the country of a course in markmanship. 
This is along the lines followed by Old World countries for years. The As- 
sociation certainly would be doing the nation a great service in taking such steps. 
Most of the important institutions have detailed to them an army officer for 
military instruction. About all that is required is the issue by the Govern- 
ment of the Ordnance stores and ammunition and the adoption of a code of rifle 
instruction to be followed. 

When a course of instruction in rifle firing has been established, it is the 
purpose of the N. R. A. to institute a series of competitions among the schools 
to keep the interest alive. At Bisley last year 34 English schools sent teams to 
compete in the matches of the N. R. A. of Great Britain. At one time there 
were nearly 4,000 schoolboys on the Bisley rifle ranges shooting in the several 
matches. 

The following resolution was passed at the last meeting of the Executive 
Committee held: "Resolved, That the N. R. A. of America deems it expedient 
to take immediate steps to secure the co-operation of colleges, universities and 
other educational institutions of the United States for the purpose of stimulating 
and encouraging rifle practice among the Americm youth." 

This year a beginning was made by adding to the list of events a match 
between teams of cadets from West Point and Annapolis. It was thought that 
this occasion would receive the hearty co-operation of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments. Both the Departments declined the invitation, the Navy Department giv- 
ing for a reason that the cadets were on their annual cruise. 

Adjutant-General Corbin, of the U. S, Army, wrote: "I am sorry to dis- 
courage your suggestion as to the cadets of West Point, but the course of study 
there is of a character that will not admit of this diversion." 
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A match for toams betweeu colleges will most likely be incorporated in the 
lirogram for 1903. 

CODE FOR QUALIFICATIONS. 

It is unnecessary for me to refer to the thoroughly demonstrated fact that 
general rifle practice is one of the most important requ'sites for effective work 
in the field in case of war, because every civilized country in the world appreci- 
ates this thoroughly, and nearly all of them, excepting the United States, have 
taken measures to correct the deficiency as far as they can. Therefore it is abso- 
lutely essential that there should be a National Rifle Association whose patriotic 
duty it should be to foster and promote rifle practice among those individuals 
who will be oal!ed upon to aid iu the country's defence in time of war. 

With that end in view the Association has decide'd to adopt a code of qual- 
ification, and at the late meeting of the Executive Committee the following res- 
olution was passed: Resolved, That the N. R. A. of America, recognizing th<* 
importance of training the young men of the country in rifle shooting, adopt a 
code for a course of rifle instruction, which code shall be as near as possible that 
pioiwsed by the War Department for the state militia, and that ofiicial score 
sheets be supplied to all ranges and to rifle clubs througliout the United {States, 
for the purpose of enabling citizens not connected with any military establish- 
ment, an opportunity to qualify and bee ome enrolled in the national marksmen's 
reserve, and that those qualifying will be entitled to receive a suitable decora- 
tion for same, and that a classified report be made to the War Department each 
year of those who have qualified under the code. No more patriotic scheme has 
ever been advanced in this country outside of the legislative halls than that pro- 
posed by the National Association to build up a national reserve of trained marks- 
men available for duty an-d sjubject to call as volunteers by the Government in 
case of war. 

It is a well-known fact that the peis m'.iel of the National Guard changes 
about every five years. Tiioe young men who s rve their enlistment, drop b;\ck 
into private life and cease to take any interest in military affairs. Many of them 
become deeply interested iu rifle shooting w hile serving under the flag, but are com- 
pelled to give it up when discharged. It is proposed to give such young men an 
opportunity to continue rifle shooting; and to supply official score sheets to all the 
ranges throughout the country for that purpose, all qualifying to be done under 
proper sui>er\Msion. 

As there is a considerable amount of detail work in launching such a vast 
scheme throughout the country, it m^y possibly be some months before the Asso- 
ciation will be in a position to issue copies of the code, score sheets, etc., to rifle 
clubs. 

REDUCED; RAILROAD PARES. 

The Association has arranged with the different trunk line associations for a 
reduced railroad fare to the next annual competition. Parties desiring special 
rates must obtain from the ticket agents at starting point (or nearest station 
issuing through tickets to place of meeting) a certificate entitling them to the 
reduction when the return ticket is purchased. On arriving at Sea Girt this cer^ 
tificate must be endorsed by an oflScer of the National Rifle Association. 

Plenty of time should be given the ticket agent at both ends of the line, owing 
to special forms being required. 
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LAPEL. BUXTON S. 

Since the last annual rejiort, the Association has adopted a lapel button for 
its members. These are made of bronze. They can be procured from the Secre- 
tary, Lieut. Albert S. Jones, Passaic, N. J., upon the payment of fifty cents. 

AFFILIATED ORGANIZATIONS. 

Shooting clubs and military arganizations throughout the country are begin- 
ning to realize the importance of becoming affiliated with the National Associa- 
tion, thereby keeping in touch with what is going on in the shooting world, and 
also to take advantage of the privileges accorded such organizations. 

There is no question that a national controlling body is absolutely nec- 
essary in all kinds of sports and enterprises. AVithout such control, and the 
hearty co-operation of minor clubs, no great movement can be successful. In a 
few years, without doubt, every regiment in the United States that makes any 
pretence to encourage rifle shooting Avill be affiliated with the National Assoi'ia- 
tion. 

Some of the benefits to be derived from such affiliation are as follows: 

1 — Reduced entrance fees in the matches at the annual tournament. 

2 — Better accommodations at the annual tournament. 

3 — The National Rifle Association gives each year to affiliated organizations 
a medal to be competed for among its members, the results of which contest are 
published in the annual report of the Association. 

4 — The receiving of all reports, circulars, etc., issued from the office of the 
Association. 

5— Eligibility to contest in the Interclub championship of the United States. 

NEXT ANNUAL COMPETITIONS. 

The following extract from the memoiandum sent out by the War Depart- 
ment to the Adjutant Generals of the States and Territories will be of special 
interest to all such States and Territories contemplating sending rifle teams, to 
the next annual ^competitions: 

"There will be State and National competitions to be held annually. The 
State teams visiting the National competition may, under Section 14 of 
the act of January 21, 1903, receive pay, subsistence and transportation 
from the appropriation for the sr.pport of the organized militia. The 
medals for the competitions in the State will be fixed by the State au- 
thorities. The medals for the national competition will be fixed by the 
Secretary of War." 
The Secretary of War has designated Sea Girt, N. J., as the place for the 
holding of the next annual National conr petition and the date set is September 
2 to 12, inclusive. 

ANNUAL COMPETITIONS— 1902. 

The 1.3th annual meeting of the National Rifle Association of America, the 
11th of the New Jersey State Rifle Association and the 3rd of the United States 
Revolver Association were held jointly at Sea Girt, N. J., from August 29 to 
September 6, 1902, inclusive. 
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Th,e range was in excellent condition, the weather pleasant and the attend- 
ance large. The entries, in many instances, were far in excess of any prcTious 
year. In fact, on the first day there were three times as many entries as on any 
previous opening day. There were present volunteers representing about 14 dif- 
ferent States, an army team and one from the U. S. Marine Corps. 

The Army team was in reality a scrub team, hastily gotten together. It had 

been intended to send the victorious team in the Army infantry competition at 

Fort Sheridan, Illinois, but by some oversight orders wer<e 'not issued before the 

team had disbanded and the men had departed on furlough. A few of the shots 
were secured, however, and with others hastily assembled, the team was formed 

virtually at the eleventh hour. It was in charge of Major Wm. A. Mann, 14th 
U. S. Infantry, and, although far down the list in the big team contests, it de- 
serves credit for its work under the circumstances. The team from the IT. S. 
Murine Corps was in charge of Major C. H. Lauchheimer, Assistant Adjutant 
and In.'3i)ector, U. S. M. C, and showed great improvement in its shooting over 
last year. 

Second Lieutenant Amery T. Smith, 9th Infantry, and Captain Frank L. Gra- 
ham, Porto Rico Provisional Regiment of Infantry, were detailed by the War 
Department. These officers were ordered to report to General Spencer, the Ex- 
ecutive Officer of the competition, for service as range officers, v They did their 
duty in a way mosi commeudablc and deserve the thanks of .the National Rifle 
Association. 

The presence of teams from the Army and Marine Corps is noted with much 
satisfaction. The result of bringing service troops into friendly competition with 
volunteers will prove of great benefit to both branches of the service, and will 
raise their efficiency in markmanship. 

Daring the competitions there were officers present from the U. S. Ordnance 
Department and the U. S. Armory at Springfield. They had with them two of 
the new modeled rifles for inspection by expert riflemen and they were, in many 
cases, shot by them. 

This departure of the Government is to be commended, as it is often the 
cflse that expert civilian and volunteer riflemen have ideaa and technical knowl- 
edge which are of great value to the Government, and which, by this method, 
can be utilized at no cost whatever and may in the end prevent the manufacture 
of a faulty arm or ammunition. 

It is a well-known fact that Sea Girt has wonderful facilities for aiding the 
Government in its work of testing and improving upon the arms and ammunition 
and has already done a great deal in this line. 

The shooting at mid and long ranges of the military shooters at Sea Gitt 
this year is noticeably better than in previous years. It would seem that there 
are two reasons for this: 

First — Great improvement in ammunition, both from the Government ar- 
senals, and particularly from the private makers. 

Second — Greater familiarity with the Government rifle, which has, no doubt, 
also added to the improvement of the scores. 

Some idea of the increased interest taken in these annual competitions may 
be formed from the following statistics: 15,264 pool tickets were sold; in individual 
mstches there were 6,841 entries; nine teams shot in the Hilton Trophy Match 
and the same number in the Inter-State Match; 21 teams in the Regimental 
Match; 17 in the Company Team Match and 9 teams in the Regimental Skirmish 
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Klatcli. At the close of the President's Match there was held a meeting of rifle- 
men, who, through n committee, seut the following telegram to President Roose- 
velt, who was at Chattanooga, Tenn.: 

"We, the riflemen assembled at Sea Girt, N. J., recognizing you as n ifindred 
Bjiirit, sincerely eongratulnte you on yonr recent eseape from a serious accident 
nnd trust you will siifEer ikj permanent ill effects from it; that your eye and aim 
in the fnt'ire, aa in the past, may assure you a bullseye every time. The Presi- 
dent's Match was sliot and won this day by Private George E. Cook, of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia National Guard, score 189 of a possible 210." 

A complete record of the contestants and scores made in the matches is pub- 
lished herewith.

Jtinutes of the Meeting of the Board of Directors, Held at the Old Guard 

Armory, January 11th, 1902. 

The board was called to order at 9 o*clock by President Speucer, the follow- 
ing being present: Gen. B. W. Spencer, New Jersey; Gen. Geo. H. Harries, Dis- 
trict of Columbia; Gen. Geo. W. Wingate, New York; Gen. L. Biggs, Maryland; 
Gen. P. Farmer AVanser, New Jersey; Maj. Jas. E. Bell, District of Columbia; 
Capt. E. L. Zalinski, U. S. A., Lieut E. H. Sayre, New York; Lieut. A. S. 
Jones, New Jei*sey; Dr. W. G. Hudson, New York; William Hayes, New Jersey; 
J. A. Haskell, New York; Gus. Zimmerniann, New York; Nathan Spering, Penn- 
sylvania. There were also present as delegates from affiliated organizations: Capt. 
Albert B. Bruch, representing the Sevei^ty -first Regiment; Capts. Geo. T. Musson 
and C. Arthar Coan, of the Twenty-third regiment, and Capt. Leslie Bruce, the 
Old Guard. 

President Spencer opened the meeting by stating the purposes for which it 
was called. Letters from directors unable to attend were then read by the sc- 
retary, among which may be mentioned one from Adj. -Gen. Thomas J. Stewart, 
of Pennsylvania, in which he said: "I beg to say, however, that I am in earnest 
sympathy and will heartily co-operate in any movement or work to advance rifle 
practice." Also one from Col. Henry S. Dietrich, Inspector-General of Rifle Prac- 
tice of Illinois, in which he desired to be put on record as being a firm believer 
in the aims and purposes of the associatiion. Maj. C. H. Lauchheimer, of the 
United States Marine Corps, wrote: "I trust you will convey to the board of 
directors my regrets that I am unable to be present, and assure them of my deep 
interest in the continued success of the association." Col. C. B. Adams, Asst.- 
Adj.-General of Ohio, telegraphed: Regret cannot attend board meeting, inaugu- 
ration of governor preventing. Ohio is with the association in any action that 
will encourage rifle shooting in the various military organizations of the country." 

Secretary Jones then read a paper in the nature of a report, containing sug- 
gestions for the future policy of the association. These recommendations were 
unanimously endorsed by the board, and, on motion, such portion of the report 
that referred to contemplated legislation was referred to the sub-committee on leg- 
islative action, which consists of Generals Spencer, Harries and Riggs, with in- 
structions to have them presented before the National Guard convention, which 
meets in Washington January 22 and 23, with the object of having the con- 
vention endorse the recommendations contained therein. The committee will at 
the same time meet in conference with the Secretary of War to discuss some 
plans whereby the whole matter can be brought before Congress. It was fur- 
ther moved that a sub-committee of five be appointed to carry out the recom- 
mendations in reference to securing financial co-operation from banks, insurance 
companies, etc., and enlarging the life membership of the association. 

The question of sending teams to Canada and Ireland called forth consider- 
able discussion. Generals Spencer and Harries and Capt. Zalinski taking the 
stand that it will be best to bend all our energies to the training of a military 
team to send to Canada, and not weaken the chances of success by compelling 
the men to shoot with two styles of arms. Mr. Bruce and Mr. Hyde, in a letter 
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read by the president, both advocated the seudiug of a team to Ireland. It was 
finally decided to challenge for the Palma trophy and to send a team to Cana- 
da and, further, that it would be impracticable to send a team to Ireland this 
year. 

A resolution was passed, authorizing the secretary to have printed and dis- 
tributed 1,000 copies of an annual report of the work of the association for the 
year ending December 31, 1901. It was further decided that the association be 
represented at the forthcoming Sportsmen's Show in Boetcn. A vote of thanks 
was extended to J. A. Haskell for the handsome trophy which he pre8ept'»<* the 
association last summer for a prize in the Irish- American match, and the Old 
Guard was also thanked for allowing the association the use of its armory. 

The secretary reported that the Twenty-third Regiment of Brooklyn and 
Squadron A, of New York, had sent in their applications for membership. 

The secretary then read his report as follows: 

"You have noticed in the call for this meeting a list of subjects to be dis- 
ci:ssed and acted upon tonight. From among this list, I have selected three, 
which appear to me to be of paramount importance, and of which I desire to 
speak. They are as follows: 

"First. — Closer relations between the National Rifle Association and the 
United States Government and details of the bill to be presented to Congress. 

"Second. — A line of action looking to enlisting the co-operation and support 
of the National Guard organizations throughout the country. 

"Third. — Eistablishing of affiliated branches in different states. 

"It is the consensus of opinion among all classes of riflemen, whether of the 
army, National Guard or civilians, that soncething should be done to bring about 
a condition of affairs wherein rifle shooting will once again become a popular pas- 
time of our citizens and a more serious duty of our soldiers, both regular and vol- 
unteer. The work of the association should be carried on with the idea of im- 
pressing our citizens and lawmakers with the advantages resulting from its du- 
ties. You read a great deal in the papers about rifle shooting not being a populai^ 
pastime in this country, and no doubt a large number of men regard it as an 
amusement; but it is quite evident to every one now that it should be engrained 
into the public mind; that it must become a necessary pastime for all classes, not 
with a view to making war, but in order that the country be fully prepared if 
war should happen to bi^ak out. 

"There should, as a national duty, be a determination in the minds of the 
American people to uphold their position in the world. To this end, the National 
Rifle Association should be thoroughly supported and maintained in all parts; but 
to make it a power for good in this country it has become obvious to all those in 
close touch with the situation that it must have behind it the support of the gen- 
eral government. 

"Let us study the situation from a foreign point of view, and take Switzer- 
lard as an example, where rifle shooting has been carried out to the greatest point 
of perfection, and where it is considered of more importance in the army than any 
other of its branches. See how they have accomplished this object. The Swiss 
rifle clubs have a close connection with the military service of the country, and 
owe their prosperity mainly to such connection. They have also the prestige of 
ancient tradition, the history of some of them going back more than four cen- 
turies. Some of them are possessed of considerable wealth. 
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"To fully understand the conditions of rifle shooting, we must look into the 
organization of the army, as they are very closely allied. The Swiss army con- 
sists of a militia, in which all men are liable to serve between the ages of twenty 
and fifty years. In the first year, speaking of the infantry only, each man undeiT 
goes a recruit's course of forty-five days, after which he is for twelve years a 
member of the elite, in which he undergoes a training of sixteen days for two 
years. From his thirteenth to his twenty-fifth year of service, he is a member 
of the landwehr, a force of which thirty per cent, are armed and required to un- 
dergo inspection once a year. Every member of the elite, the landwehr and the 
armed landsturm is obliged annually to perform a rifle practice similar to our 
close firing, consisting of from thirty to forty rounds, which he may do in a 
recognized shooting club under strictly regulation conditions; having done this, 
he is exempted from a musketry course, lasting three days, which he would 
otherwise be compelled to undergo. 

"The government pays to the clubs the value of the ammunition used in the 
above regulation practice, and the fixers can claim it of the club. If a man ob- 
tains the requisite score with a small number of shots, he can cla^m a somewhat 
larger sum than the ammunition has cost him. If he has to fire a maximum 
number of rounds (forty), he is slightly the loser. Thus he is induced to do his 
best. The government supplies the club with ammunition for private practice 
at th« rate of six centimes per round, the cost price to the government being 
eight centimes. Every member of the elite, the landwehr and of the armed land- 
sturm keeps his rifle at home, subject t(> inspection, and can use it for prac- 
tice as much as he pleases. Pirovision is made for the representation of the mil- 
itary authorities on the committees of the recognized clubs, and every such club 
must admit an inspecting oflScer to its ra\ige at any time at which rifle practice 
is proceeding. 

*'A local rifle club can be recognize d, if its members are ten or more in num- 
ber, and the regulation musketry practice may be fired on its range, if the range 
fulfills the necessary conditions. The members' subscriptions, so far as I can 
learn, vary from nothing to $1 or $1.50 per annum; in wealthy clubs there may 
be only an entrance subscription. Where there is no regular subscription, an oc- 
casional contribution may be levied to meet expenses. The club shooting takes 
place for the most part on Sundays, and sweepstakes or other matches with 
small entrance fees, are commonly arranged. In 1898 there were in Switzer- 
land 3,446 rifle clubs, with a membership of 210,491, of whom 163,409 fired the 
regulation course. The number of clubs and members has risen almost continu- 
ously since 1874, when the regulations for the annual musketry course, in con- 
nection with the clubs, went into effect. The proportion of the citizens of 
Switzerland who are trained riflemen capnot be more forcibly presented than by 
stating that the population of Switzerland is about the same as the State of 
Massachusetts, and its area only slightly lajrger than the State of Maryland. 
The great advantages enjoyed by the Swiss rifle clubs appear to be as follows: 

**First. — Recognition for the purpose of military regulation rifle practice. 
*'Second. — Supply of government ammunition below cost. 
**Third.--The possession by the men of the government rifles in their own 
homes. 

"Fourth.— The small expense with which ranges can be made and worked. 
"Fifth.— The custom of shooting on Sundays when men are free from work. 
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* Thus the great popularity of rifle shooting, and as a consequence freedom 
from competition of athletic sports of other kinds. Rifle practice in Switzerland 
is much simplified hy the fact that ordinary rifle practice is seldom done at a 
greater range than 400 meters, and by there being no insistence on an impractic- 
able degree of safety. The parish — equivalent to our county — ^is bound by law to 
provide ground for a range, and sometimes puts up the necessary plates. The 
club then provides the targets and marking. Rifle shooting is so popular that 
owners of land are disinclined to raise obstacles, and the question of game gives 
no trouble, because the shooting rights belonging to the public are let by auction. 

**Next let us look at what Dngland is doing. The National Rifle Association 
of Great Britain, recognizing the value of having branch rifle clubs throughout 
the United Kingdom, last year approached the chancellor of the exchequer and 
the war office, with the object of obtaining such privileges as could be granted. 
A committee of the council was appointed, and met in conference a committee of 
the war ofl3ce. The National Rifle Association was appointed as a central or- 
ganization for such clubs, and proceeded to draw up regulations for their affilia- , 
tion. The resiilt has so far been very satisfactory. Several new ranges have 
been and are being constructed throughout the country and 200 clubs, with a 
membership of over 17,000, have already affiliated with the national body. The 
conditions under which the affiliated clubs of the National Rifle Association 
work are as follows: 

'•First.— That they shall not have less than twenty members. 

"Second.— That they shall pay an affiliation fee of $2.50 per year to the Na- 
tional Rifle Association. 

*'Third.— The rules and practice regulations of each club must be submitted 
and approved by the National Rifle Association. (No alteration in the above can 
be made without future approval.) 

"Fourth.— Relates to the issue of rifles. 

"Fifth. — On all occasions when the ranges are open for use by the members 
there shall be an authorized person in charge of the shooting whose duty it shall 
be to see that the rules and regulations of the club are properly observed, and 
it is preferable that such person shall be capable of acting as instructor. 

"Sixth. — States the rifle and ammunition to be used. 

"Seventh. — States the targets to be used. 

"Eighth. — The club rifles and ammunition when not in use must be stored in 
a place provided by the club for that purpose. On no account are club riflles or 
ammunition to remain in the possession of individual members. 

'*The lords commissioners of his majesty's treasury have sanctioned the ex- 
emption from gun license of each rifle belonging to an affiliated club, which is the 
property of the club and used only at rifle ranges. 

**It would appear from the above conditions that the government either is- 
sues or sells to such rifle clubs the national arm, to remain the property of the 
club only. The government also issues to each club 100 rounds of ammunition 
per year for each member; in an excess thereof, the government sells ammunition 
to the club at the rate of £4 13s., or about $21.63 per thousand. 

**iCanada has a national association, called the Dominion Rifle Association. 
Affiliated with it are twenty-six minor associations from the different provinces 
of the dominion. The government of Canada gives an annual grant of $10,000 
to the Dominion Rifle Association, and a free issue of ammunition for the annual 
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meetiug. There is also a limited issue of ammunition annually made to the pro- 
vincial associations. The Dominion Rifle Association is also assisted in its efforts 
by the banks throughout Canada, which make annual contributions to the ex- 
penses of the annual meetiug. 

**Frauce has several thousand small rifle clubs throughout the republic which 
are under the control of the Union of the Shooting Societies of France. Sinv'o 
th« Spanish-American war, Spain has even taken up this subject, and organized a 
national rifle association, with affiliated branches tliroughout the kingdom. 

"When you come to analyze the work done in foreign countries that have 
national rifle associations, you will notice that it is along the line of organizing 
smaller clubs throughout the country and having them under the control of the 
national association; and in the light of the results so obtained I would suggest 
that our association pursue the same tactics, and I would recommend that we 
take up the subject at once with the national guard authorities of the several 
states, with a view of having incorporated in each, a state rifle association, to 
be affiliated with our association. 

'*I would further recommend that. we encourage the organizing of rifle clubs 
within the national guard regiments throughout the country by issuing from the 
National Rifle Association office blank forms of incorporation, copies of by-laws 
and rules and regulations, thereby minimizing the amount of work incidental to 
such organization. This would also keep uniform throughout the country the 
rules under which the different clubs would operate. To do this successfully 
would require some assistance at least from the national government. If we could 
induce the war department or pass a bill in Congress authorizing the war de- 
partment to issue the national arm and ammunition to such state associations 
along lines similar to that being done in England, I have no doubt many of the 
states would" take it up at once. This could be made one of the features of tlie 
bill which is now; being considered by the subcommittee appointed for that pur- 
pose. My idea is that the war department be authorized to issue to any incor- 
porated state rifle association having twenty-five or more bona fide members the 
national arm at cost, which, I believe, is under $15, and to issue to each club 
ammunition from the government arsenals at cost price in addition to an annual 
allowance gratis. Further, that all states sending teams to the annual inter- 
state meeting be given army transportation for such teams and 10,000 rounds 
of ammunition for the team's practice and use at the meeting. 

*'I am inclined to think that the chief executive of the land would give us 
his earnest support in any movement looking to the popularizing of rifle shoot- 
ing once again. I had occasion to address him when governor of the State of 
New York on this subject, and in his reply to me he stated that he was in en- 
tire accord with the work we were doing, and he offered to lend us any assist- 
ance in his power. If his term as governor of this state had not expired about 
that time he would have issued a circular to the officers of the national guard 
urging them to join the national association and give it their support. 

"I am also pleased to state that the Secretary of War has lately been ap- 
proached on this subject and seems favorably inclined to back us up in any reas- 
onable demand. Unfortunately, his hands are tied * to a considerable degree by 
tradition and law. 

"If the above ideas meet with your approval I would suggest that they be 
brought before the National Guard Association, which will soon meet in Wash- 
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ington, with a view to liave them indorsed also by that association. This would 
also bring them to the direct attention of the adjutants-general of the several 
states. 

"Another matter which I wish to bring to your attention is the system in 
vogue in Canada of the banks of the dominion making annual appropriations to 
the expenses of the national association. I do not know whether it would be 
P'jpsible to enlist the assistance of our banks, but as in most cases the presidents 
are men of broad and liberal minds, and recognize that the building up of a re- 
serve of citizen riflemen throughout the country would be of vast benefit and 
materially add to our defensive strength, they may take the matter up and do 
something for us. It would, however, do no harm to make an attempt to ascer- 
tain their feelings in the matter. I think also that a special effort should be made 
to enlist the patronage of our wealthy citizens by having them become life mem- 
bers in the association. In England, Canada, France and some of the other 
countries it is looked upon not only as a duty but an honor to be a life member of 
the nati(kial rifle association of the country. I think if we could once get the 
movement started here it would increase of its own volition. How to get it start- 
ed is the question." 

Th-ere being no further business before the meeting the directors then ad- 
journed.

On motion of General Wingate, the amendment to the by-laws, increas- 
ing the life membership fee from $25.00 to $100, was voted upon and passed, two 
in the negative and fifteen in the afllTmative.

It was resolved that competitions for places on the Canadian Team be held 
on July 4th, 5th, 11th and 12th, and August 9th, 12 and 16th, at Sea Girt and 
at such other ranges where facilities may offer, under the proper supervision and 
on official score sheets supplied from this office.

tee. Carried.

It was regularly moved and seconded that iu the President's match hereafter 
the number of shots will be seven at each range. Carried. 

On motion, duly seconded, the question of a military handicap was left to 
the president with power to act.

"Members of the various teams participating must be citizens and residents 
of the countries they respectively represent." 

The question of reorganization was brought up for action and Mr. Haskell's 
plan was read and discussed. 

On motion, duly approved, the matter was referred to a special committee to 
go over the matter thoroughly and to report at the annual meeting at Sea Girt 
The committee appointed was: .

The President of the Association to be ex-olficio chairman of the committee. 

On motion, adjourned. 



Annual Meeting of the National Rifle Association, 1902. 

The annual meeting of the National Rifle Association was held in the club- 
house of the New Jersey State Rifle Association Thursday evening, Sept. 4, at 
8.30 p. m.. President Bird W. Spencer in the chair. There were from seventy- 
five to one hundred members present. The minutes of previous meeting were 
read and approved. 

The secretary then read a report of the progress of the association during 
the last year, showing that 130 new annual members and two Fife members had 
joined, and that the following business houses had taken out life trade member- 
ship: Remington Arms Co.; U. S. Cartridge Co.; Union (Metallic Cartridge Co.

Mr. Haskell moved that iu uo case should the d'leB of a military company 
aBllinting witli the National Rifle Associatiou exceed $!> per year or that of a 
regiment $10 per year. Motion was seconded and tarried. 

Major Bell proposed ihe fjliuwiug resolution: Kesoived. That the NaUoD- 

b1 KiHe Association heartily endorse Ihe pending bills in Congress for the ad- 
vancement and improvement of the Xationnl Guard; namely, the bill to iuerease 
the clflcieuey of the militia and also the bill appropriating f 10,000 (or a nation- 
al trophy and the expenses of the annual tournament of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation. Motion wa^ unanimously adopted. Col. Dimmick moved that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed, to he known as the legislative committee, to do all

The National Rifle Association, having decided to send a team to Canada 
in a competition to be held for the Palma Trophy, it became necessary to take 
steps during the summer to prepar<i a team for the contest. 

This report will deal solely with the organization of the team and subsequent 
events, which included the contest on the Kockcliffe Range at Ottawa, Ontario. 

After it had been decided that the match was to be sh:t on Sept. 13th, the 
selection o<f a team was deferrei until after the close of the Sea Girt meeting. 
The meeting closed on Saturday, Sept. G!:h, and the final competition for places 
on the team washeld at Sea Girt on Mon l:iy, Sept. 8th. For the first time in the 
history of an International Team, the Ar:i:y and the U. S. Marine Corps were 
represented by contestants, namely: Capt. Frank L. Graham, Porto Rico Reg- 
iment of Infantry, and Lieut. Thos. Hoi omb, U. S. Marine Corps. 

Contestants were present from Massachusetts, the District of Columbia, 
Penusylvania, New York, Ohio and New Jersey. Twenty-five contested for a 
place on the team, and their scores in tlie trials were as follows:

I should like to enlarge upon the representative character of the team, upon 
their conscientious work and upon their most excellent discipline while under my 
command, but time and space will not permit. It must suffice to say that no 
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more painstaking body of young men could be gotten together in the United 
States and none can ever be sent abroad to represent the United States which 
will reflect greater credit than th« team of 1902. 

Arrangements had been made for a Pullman car to start from Sea Girt 
and go through direct to Ottawa without change. The team left Sea Girt in its 
special car on the afternoon of Se(plt. 10th, the captain of the team joining it at 
Jersey City. 

The trip to Ottawa was without incident, except that our train managed to 
lose soone two or three hours on the way which brought us to Ottawa at about 
noon, instead of du good season in the morning. There we were met by the officers 
of the Dominion Rifle Association, headed by Col. John Tilton, Chairman of the 
Executive Committee of Council, and also by His Worship, the Lord Mayor of 
Ottawa. We Were escorted to the Russel House, where, after a light lunch, 
we were conveyed to the Rockcliffe Range by a special trolley car. 

The afternoon of the 11th was devoted to practice, five shots at 800 yards 
and ten shots at 1000 yards, all of then. embers of the team participating, in- 
cluding Captain Graham. The scoies were as follows

This was considered fairly good work for the first practice on a strange range, 
especially as it was held immediately after a long railroad journey.' 

On the evening of the eleventh the officers and those accompanying the team 
were entertained at dinner by Col. Chas. E. Turner, U. S. Consul-General, and 
spent a most delightful evening with a most hospitable host. 

Early in the morning of September 12, the team repaired to the range and 
shot 5 shots at 800, 5 shots at 900 and 10 shots at 1,000 with the following re- 
sult:

This was all the practice that the team was able to obtain on the range, as 
the next day, the 13th, was the day set for the match. The evening of the 12th 
was spent in the selection of the team, and when the team was finally selected, it 
was done so under the advice and with the assistance of the coaches, and met 
with the approval of all the members of the party. The team consisted of: —

All the members of the team except Leizear shot in the prone position, as did 
all the members of the British team and all the members of the Canadian team. 
Leizear, Bell, Cookson and Young — the four back position men of the party — were 
the low men in the totals, and the Captain of the team left it to the decision of 
the four which they considered the strongest man. They all agreed on Leizear, 
who, by the way, had the highest score of the four, and he was selected. 

Subsequent results show that the men who ?hot in the prone position were 
the strongest in the match. Leizear was the low man on the team, his total at 
the three ranges in the match being 164, as against an average of the other seven 
men of 183 2-7. 

I know that the back position is a favorite one with many riflemen; but when 
such experts as a team captained b^ Maj )r Freemantle are all required to shoot 
in the prone position, we may take it for granted tbat, with the militiry rifle, 
safer and better results can be obtained by following his example. 

Two of the members of the team, viz: Hudson and Casey, shot with the 
new Springfield Government rifle, temporarily issued by the Ordnance Depart- 
ment, U. S. A., which rifle has 2300 feet initial velocity, and the rest of the 
members of the team used the Krag. 

On the afternoon preceding the math a meeling of team Captains, viz: 
Major, the Honorable T. F. Freeman te, of the Frit'sh traii; Majo.* R. A. 
Helmer, 43d D. C. O. R., Captain of the Canailian team, together with the 
Captain of the American team. The conditions of the Palma Trophy Match 
were discussed and certain araendment-t to the rules agreed upon. The condi- 
tions are as follows:

Pool shooting will be permitted on pool targets prior to the shoot' 
ing of each competitor. 

POSITION: 

Any without artificial rest. 

SIGHTS: 

Regulation sights issued with ritle and in addition orthoptic if de- 
sired. 

ENTRANCE FEE: 

$2.00 p,er man. 

PRIZE 

The American Cent nnial Pa" ma Tiop'.iy. Sujh trophy to be shot 
ifor in each subsequent year upon the same terms in the country of 
the team bolding it, at such time and place as the national rifle 
shooting organizition of the country may decide; also a bronze 
medal to each member of the winningi team and a gold medal to 
the competitor making the highest aggregate score. 

The foregoing are the rules and regulations governing the Pal ma Trophy 
Match, as approved by the National Rifle Association of America. 

The amendments agreed to by the team Captains were as follows: 

RICOCHETS: 

In the absence of the positive indications (by the throwing of dirt 
or sand into the pit, or against the target) that the shot is a rico- 
chet. 
It shall be allowed and its value scored. 

BUTT OFFICER: 

Each team shall find an officer to check the marking in the butts, 
under the orders of the superintending officer in the butts. 
Targets will be drawn for at each range (each distance ) 
Shots may be challenged on deposit of fifty cents.

Triggers to be tested with a four and one-half (4 1-2) (pound trigger 
tester, before the match begins. 

One hour and forty-five minutes (1 hr. and 45 m.) to be allowed for 
each range, exclusive of time occupied in challenging.

Pool, 1:30 P. M.

1000 yards immediately niie hundred (900) is concluded, 
l^he Honorable J. M. Gibso \ to be asked to act as referee in the 
fvent of any dispute. 

The morning of Sept. 13th opened with a very gloomy outlook. Rain was 
falling and the clouds had a deep and leaden hue. We all repaired to the 
Range in accordance with the program and the match began promptly at th« 
time set, viz: 10:15 A. M. ITie wind was blowing steadily at about a twenty-mile 
gait from three o'clock. The light was dark and rain continued to fall. 

The first two of the American team to shoot, Captain Graham and Captain 
Martin, both scored 72 points; the first two of the British team, Ommundsen and 
D-avies, 64 and 66 respectively. The pace set by the Americans seemed for a 
minute to paralyze the other team. The good work was kept ujp all through the 
800 yard stage, the American team finishing first with a score of 550—22 points 
ahead of the British team and 42 points ahead of the Canadian team. The 
British team shot very slowly and did not finish this stage until twelve o'clock; 
whereas, both the American and Canadian teams were finished sometime be- 
fore. 

As we left the range, Major Preemantle and Major Helmar both congratu- 
lated me on what appeared to be an easy victory, Major Freemantle remark- 
ing that it looked Hike a "runaway match." 

According to the program the luncheon was to have been served from 12 to 
1:30 and the pool shooting to begin at that hour, the match at 900 yards to be- 
gin at 1.45. Tlie teams were provided with light lunch on time, but th« lunch- 
eon given by the President of the Dominion of Canada Rifle Association and 
others was delayed until nearly one o'clock. It was a most enjoyable affair. At 
the head of the table sat His Excellency, the Governor General of Canada, the 
Right Honorable Earl of Minto; on his right sat Col., the Honorable J. M. Gibson, 
A. D. C., President of the Dominion Rifle Association; and on his left, the Cap- 
tain of the American team. As the lunclieon was late in starting, very little op- 
portunity was given for oratorical display. 

The health of the King was proposed by Col. Gibson and drunk standing. 
This was followed by three rousing cheers, the party singing "God Save the 
King." Next the health of th3 President of the United States, after which the 
health of the Governor General. Earl Minto replied in a few graceful words, 
in which he stated incidentally that he had that morning received a congratula- 
tory letter from President Roosevelt on having the privilege of reviewing recently 
a Battalion of the New York National Guard along with a Canadian Regiment 
just returned from South Africa and one of the colonial regiments from the Far 
East on its way home. He regarded the combination, together with this occasion, 
as one strictly historic. Lieut. Col. F. C. Henshaw, R. O., in a very proper 
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speech, proposed the health of the visitinp teams, which he described as one of 
those events caluculated to promote the "blood is thicker than water" feeling be- 
tween the two great £)nglish speakliug nations, and called upon the Captain of t&e 
American team to respond. That the response of the Captain of the team 
pleased the newspaper men is quite evident, and he trusts he may not ofifend by 
quoting from the Ottawa Journal the report of his response: 

"General Spencer, responding for the United States team, observed that the 
crackle of rifle fire reminded him that his place was at the butts rather than at 
the table, where he was detained, bow ever, by the iron hand of hospitality. 
•At the bottom of our hearts,* he said, alluding to the international good feeling, 
'while We have our little differences, we have also that sense that it is not good 
business for anybody to knock a chip off the shoulder of either of us. That is 
the cement which binds the races which speak the English language. And 
when it comes to the time that tries men's souls, then is this sentiment warm- 
est. AVe found it out in the little scrap we had recently. I refer to our little 
parlor unpleasantness with the Spanish. There was a threat of Eoroipean in- 
terference then, but EJngland said, *'Hands off," and hands were off. Depend 
upon it, if the time ever comes when, in turn, you are in trouble, if Theodore 
Roosevelt, whom you have honored here today, is still President of the United 
States, we will say to those who would interfere, "Hands off," and we are a 
oombination, Mr. Cli airman, that cannot be beaten by more full hands and 
flushes, aye and royal flushes, than they can bring against us.' Amid the cheers 
which this statement evoked, cheers that rang away out on the dotted plain 
where the match was proceeding, the American officer took hasty leave of his 
hosts and went off to the butts to look after his riflemen." 

While the luncheon was in progress the weather conditions had materially 
changed, the rain had ceased, and there was a prospect of the sun breaking 
through the clouds; the wind had also increased and, instead of being steady, had 
become very irregular. 

The match at the 900-yard stage was begun under these conditions. The 
first four of the American team to shoot again led the British team, but when 
the second four began their scores the sun broke through the clouds and a con- 
dition of atmosphere, light and wind, such as had never been experienced by any 
of the team or coaches, burst upon us. Dr. Hudson, Casey and Leizear, who were 
shooting, began to cut magpies and outerj on both sides of the targets, while at 
the sani-e time the British team was managing to keep within the centres. It wan 
here that the match was won, the British team gaining 20 points in 10 minutes in 
this change of light. 

Major Richardson, one of the coaches of the British team, following the 
advice of Major Freemantle, ceased to coach by the conflicting winds and gave 
up watching the flags, doing all his coaching by the movement of the mirage, 
which was discernible through the very powerful glass belonging to the British 
team. The American team did not possess any powerful glass, and, consequent- 
ly, were unable to follow the mirage and were compelled to coach by the flags. 

The British team led at the finish at the 900-yard stage by 12 points, having 
picked up 34 points at this range. 

Major Freemantle, in his excellent work entitled "The Book of the Rifle," 
speaking of the conditions and changes of wind, says: "When, as may some- 
times be seen, the flags at the firing point show a current from the right rear, 
those «.t the target another ^rom the right front, and perhaps those half-way 
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(Icwn the range one from the left, it becomes almost as much a matter of guess- 
work as of judgment to estimate the combined effect of all these upon the bul- 
let.'' 

This describes the condition of the wocther while the last four of the Ameri- 
can team were shooting at 900 yards. He further says: "When the sun is shin- 
ing (which was the case at 900 yards), as it usually is when the wind is particu- 
larly tricky, it is often possible to get some help by watching the movements of 
the mirage or boil of the heated air as seen against the targets. Curiously 
enough, this is a much truer guide than tlie flags, and its apparent movement 
seems fairly well to sum up the average effect of the different currents." 

Again, in his same excellent work, he says: "On a day of light moving air 
currents, when the flags are contrary and the sun is shining, the best guide to 
the wind is the mirage. This can be better seen, especially when it is dying out 
ac clouds come over, with a telescope of high power than with an ordinary glass. 
At all times the mirage is best seen wiien magnified." 

The success therefore of the British team at 900 yards (where they practical- 
ly won +he match) was due entirely to tlu- fact that they possessed two or three 
very powerful glasses, and just at this juncture referred to -were able to disregard 
the flags entirely and coach their men by the movement of the mirage. The 
Capita in of the team thought that arrangements had been made for a powerful 
glass to be taken by our team to Canada, but wnen he joined at Jersey City 
was much disappointed to find that the glass which was supposed to have been 
taken along hnd been left behind. 

I do not mean to say that the presence of a powerful glass would have en- 
abled our coaches to overcome the difliculty at 900 yards, but 1 am sure we 
would have entered the contest with more confidence at that time. 

Immediately after the finish of the 9^K)-yard stage the team went back to tlie 
1000-yard range. The sun had partly clouded over again, and it really looked 
as though, from the way our men were shooting, that we might possibly over- 
come the lead of the British team. 

The first four of the Americans to shoot at the 1000-yard range picked up 
five points of the twelve. At this stage of the match the excitement became in- 
tense, and from then until the last shot was fired, the match was watched by 
a large crowd of people, among whom were many ladies. 

His Excellency the Governor General took his position behind the British 
tfnra and watched them shoot through bis glass, as much interested as any rifle 
crank present. 

When the last pair of the two leading teams began to shoot, there still ex- 
isted the 12 points' difference. The strong finish made by the last two British- 
ers held the match for their team. Our lust two men were Leizear and Cook, the 
former in his score made 6 outers and a total of but 51. It was at once seen 
that the match was lost. Cook shot stronglj', making 65, which, had Leizear dupli- 
cated, would have won the match by two points. It became evident that, although 
it was expected that the American team would do their poorest work at the 
1000-yard range, they tied the British team, both teams making 448 at that 
rn nge. 

I have not said much about the position of the Canadian team, because, as 
a matter of fact, they were not in the ra^o from the start. Their score at 8(X) 
yards was 20 points behind the British tein's and 42 points behind the American 
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team's. At 900 yards their score was 43 behind the British team's and 9 points 
behind the American team's. At 1000 yards their score was 23 points behind the 
British team's and a like number behind the American team's. 

The Canadians were our old opponents, and whatever satisfaction there is to 
us in the match comes from the fact that in 1901 they beat us at Sea Girt, but 
in 1902 we turned the tables on them by a much greater majority. Had it not 
been for the presence of the British team, wc should have brought the Palma 
""J'rophy homo, but there is no reason for regret that it M-ent abroad, because Ma- 
jor Freemantle and his men were — and by rights should have been — the strongest 
team on the ground. They were the pick of the flower of the British Empire, in 
no sense an English team, but strictly aBiitish team, and with their practice and 
shooting ability they should have won the match by a much greater majority. 

I regard Major Freemantle as the airiest exponent of rifle shooting in the 
world, and his Captaincy of the British team demonstrated to my mind that the 
pcsition in which I place him is not at all misj[udged. 

One of the most pleasmg results of the match was the fact that Lieut. Hol- 
c( mb, U. S. Marine Corps, and perhaps the youngest contestant of any in the 
teams, showed a steady nerve and never lost his head. His score was 70 at 800 
yards, 69 at 900 yards, 59 at 1000 yards; total, 194. This was the highest 
score made by any individual member of either team, and entitled Lieut Hol- 
ccmb to the gold badge which goes 'to the highest individual score. Lieut. Hol- 
comb has shot at the long ranges this yeai for the first time and has been but 
twice at the Sea Girt meeting as a member of the U. S. Marine Corps. 

I doubt very much whether il would be possible to select eight stronger shots, 
with possibly one or two exceptions, than comprised the American team of this 
year. Certainly it would be difficult to solect any more conscientious set of rifle- 
men. 

I beg to again quote from the Otta\^a Journal the newspaper man's idea 
of the finish: 

"When, at the range of 900 yards, the Americans had finished four of their 
men they maintained the lead which they had secured at the previous range. 
Hudson, Casey, Cook and Leizear were then assigned to the firing point, but their 
work fell behind. They made four misses,, two of which were the stray shots of 
the last mentioned competitor. This was was where the British caught up. At 
800 yards the Americans led by 22 points, and held that lead in the first part of 
900, but in the second their four men made but 199, while the Britishers' corre- 
sponding score was 238. When the range finished the latter had a lead of 12. 
At 900 the Canadians made 440. They had 7 misses and a much larger number 
of inuers than bulls. 

"Then came the most exciting part of the match, the finish at 1,000 yards. 
Ommundsen, of the British team, had two misses, while Paterson followed with 
one and Ward with two. With the same number of men firing in the first half 
the Americans had only two stray shots, while they were patting on a good num- 
ber of bulls and inners. The contest grew very exciting at this juncture, the two 
teams being neck and neck, so to speak. Hudson, Casey, Iveizear and Cook, th«> 
last four Americans to shoot, did excellent work and when their team finished 
the Britishers led by the narrow margin of two points. But Eraser and Lawrence 
each had a shot coming to them. They were sensible of their responsibility and 
took their elevations with the greatest care, while range officers had some dif- 
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ficulty in keeping back the spectators who persisted in crowding around and talk 
ing. To the shots of both men the signnis of bullseyes loomed up at the butts, 
ten more had been added to the aggregate and the Britishers had won out by 12 
points. Then a hearty cheer went up for the victors. About the first to congrrat- 
ulate Major Freemantle was the big-hearted General Spencer, who took the 
little Englishman in his arms, told him the best team of the three had won and 
felicitated the l^ritishers on their triumph. The exciting finish between the British- 
ers and Americans naturally detracted considerably from the interest in the Ca- 
nadians' shooting at the final range, it being recognized that they were pretty 
much out of it. However, the home team was off color and its score at the final 
ronge was materially below that of the two ranges preceding. 

"One thing which impressed itself upon the spectators was the manner of the 
shooting and the time in which it was carried out. In this respect the Ameri- 
.cans easily carried off the palm. Their shooting, though careful, was much fast- 
er and as a consequence they Qnished first at each range. The Canadians were 
a little slower but even they were ahead of the Britishers."' 

And from a subsequent issue of the Cttawa Journal: 

"When a miss was made the groaning was likewise very noticeable, though 
it did not disconcert the shooters, for after a miss they would regain the applause 
of the crowd by a succession of bulls and inners. Towards the end of the 
shooting at 900 yards, it was seen that the British were leading the Americans 
by one or two points, and when the shooting was over at that range the British 
led the field by 12 points, which they held at the 1,000-yard range, though un- 
able to increase it. 

"Col. Crosse, of the British team, at this juncture lighted a cigar, the first 
he was seen to smoke all day, and the Old Country men grew even more bland 
and happy looking. The British scorekceper decorated his scoreboard with a 
rose, a thistle, a shamrock and a leek, emblematic of the four big component parts 
of Great Britain and Ireland, namely, England, Scotland, Ireland and Wales, all 
of which were represented in one way or another on the team. The scoring made 
at 900 yards was: 

American 449 

British 483 

Canadian 440 

"The best score put up at 900 yards was Sergt. Ward's, of the British team, 
who scored 66. The best American score was 65 by Lieut. Holcomb, and the 

best Canadian score was 63, made by Private S. S. Scott and Lieut. Gilchrist. 

"Had the Americans continued the good shooting with which they started, 
they would undoubtedly have captured the prize. But, try as they would, their 
Irst men were unable to get the centre of the target. 

"As the spectators became aware of the difference in the shooting, the in- 
terest increased, and it was humorous to sec the crowds rushing from one board 
to the other or wailing the result of a shot. 

"With the British 12 points ahead, the Americans determined to catch them, 
and the Canadians too far behind to do ;in5 thing very serious, the shooting at the 
final and most important range began. 

"Standing room was at a premium, and, though it lasted an hour and a half, 
the spectators who had secured places were loath to relinquish them and stood 
during the whole time. The Canadians, probably finding that they were not *jn

it 'finished first at this range, making a grand-stand wind up at that. Their last 
two shots werte misses. 

"The whole interest then centred in the two other teams, the Americans 
and the British, who kept almost head to head in the match. For one brief mo- 
ment the Americans passed them, but they soon lost their advantage. One point 
was, during the latter part of the shoo;ing, all that separated the two teams. 

"The Americans were the finst to finish and everybody then rushed to the 
British board. It was upon these last shots that the fate of the trophy hung and 
the steadiness of their shooting, as well as the accuracy of it, attested strongly the 
nerve power of the Britishers." 

After the close of the match at 1,0G0 yards the sun came out bright and the 
air was crisp and cool. Congratulations were extended on the field, and then all 
adjourned to the fine clubhouse of the Dominion Rifle Association. There the 
Palma Trophy was turned over to Major Freemantle, the gold badge won by 
Lieut. Holcomb was presented to him, and Col. Tilton had a new surprise in 
store to add to all his otliet hospitalities when he presented a silver medal to 
et'ch member of the American team. Speeches were made, and all seemed satis- 
fied with the result and believed that the best team had won. 

In the evening of Saturday some of the officers were entertained by the Min- 
ister of Justice at the St. James Club, and His Excellency, the Governor Gen- 
eral, placed at the disposal of the members of the team (which had thus far had 
no relaxation whatever) the royal boxes at the Russell Theatre, where a most 
enjoyable evening was spent. 

The management of the Rockcliffe Range is most excellent, although, of 
course, there were but three teams competing and opportunity was not given to 
ascertain how the range would be managed with four or five competitors on the 
giound; still it would seem as though the excellent management of the Palma 
Trophy Match might very rightly be extended to much larger competition. There 
are no wind-clocks, such as we have on our American ranges, the fiags are 
much lower, and instead of being all red and of various weights, they are all 
white and about the same size and weight. Back of the targets is a strip painted 
grey, which brings the target out in very bold relief. The butts contain 55 tar- 
gets, but the shooters are compelled to go back from each range, from firing 
point to firing point. The range is well laid out, although there are several big 
gulleys, the Ottawa River extending on the north side its full length, and several 
bills on the south side produce very irregular and uncertain currents. There are 
about 180 acres in the range. 

The Dominion of Canada Rifle Association has a fine clubhouse, which 
st£:iids upon an eminence on the south side of the range and is surrounded by a 
i;^rove of trees and flower beds. It is pretty in architectural style, and reminds one 
of the summer cottages along the New Jersey coast. It contains a large recep- 
tion hall, gun and locker rooms, rooms of the officers and the council, and its 
first and second stories are extremely con modious. 

The 43rd Regiment also has a fine clubhouse on the ground, not, however, 
as large as the Dominion clubhouse. It is comfortably furnished and contains 
many trophies, as the 43rd Regiment stands well in the list of Canadian rifle- 
shooting organizations. 

The Governor's Foot Guards have a smaller clubhouse near by, which is used 
dnring rifle contests. Adjoining these clubhouses is a main pavilion, very com

inodious, containing locker rooms, lounj;ing rooms and general shelter for con- 
testants at Dominion of Canada Kifle Association meetings. 

The Dominion of Canada ia very libeial, much more so than the Governtnent 
of the United States, in the support of its national rifle association. It receives 
$5,000 a year toward the maintenance of the range and $10,000 a year for general 
match purposes. The marking is not done as at Sea Girt and Creedmoor, and I 
am not sure but that the style of marking used at Ottawa, slightly improved, 
may be much better. With us the marker in the pit raises a disc of the appro- 
priate color, according to the value of the shot, and holds the disc over the spot 
on the target through which the bullet has passed. With them a marking disc 
is run up out of the pit at the side of the target and remains there until the next 
shot is fired. Spotting discs on the target iniMcate the place where the bullet hole is 
made, corresponding to the value of th^ disc raised alongside of the target. 

Complaint has often been made that the markers in the pit place the disc 
inaccurately, and mark so quickly that the scorer has difficulty to determine posi- 
tively the shot; whereas, if the marking disc is left up, there can be no question 
aVcut it until the next shot is fired, and the spotting disc on the target determines 
the place hit without an argument. 

We use the spotting discs in matches, but have never adopted the stationary 
disc such as is used at OttaM'a. There also they use but one target, whereas we 
use thie two targets in the one frame. T am inclined to think that shooting can 
be done mor^ quickly on our style of target, but certainly not more accurately. 

During the contest for the Palma Trophy the scorers and markers were the 
pick of the employees and retired members of the Canadian militia. We, no- 
doubt, can provide all the improvements observed at Ottawa. 

On the Sunday morning following the match the team left for Montreal at 
8.30. There was a large delegation of our Canadian friends at the depot to see the 
party off, among whom were Col. Tilton and His Worship the Lord Mayor. The 
tesm spent a day in Montreal, breaking up into small parties and enjoying the 
sight-seeing. At 6.30 the special ear was placed on the New York Express, and 
without accident reached New York City at 9 o'clock the following morning. No 
case of sickness, no case of dispute, no objections to the discipline enforced, and, in 
fact, nothing but the best of good- feeling ex'sted among the members of the team 
and the guests who accompanied them on the trip from start to finish. The scores 
of the teams follow:

Mr. A. C. Gould, editor of " Shooting and JFiehing,'^ commented on the 
match oritorially as follows: 

"The sixth international contest for the Centennial Palma Trophy occurred at 
Rockcliffe range, nenr Ottawa, Canada, on Saturday last, September 13, and re- 
sulted in a victory for the British team, the score being 1,459 points for the 
British team, 1,447 for the American t«nm and 1373 for the Canadian team. A 
full account of the contest will be found elsewhere in the present issue of this 
jouirnal. 

The British riflemen won the victory fairly, and we believe we express the 
sentiment of all true American riflemen in heartily congratulating them on their 
victory. The American riflemen may well be proud of their work. They shot 
with a rifle which was issued to them but a short time ago; even now it is ac- 
cessible to but comparatively few Volunteers. The original ammunition for the 
rifle was defective, and the great task of adapting ammunition to a faulty rifle 
accomplished to a remarkable degree. With this and the fact that long-range rifle- 
shooting was dead in the United States for about flftoen years, and only resur- 
rected about two years ago, the results accomplished by the American team are 
wonderful and deserving of the highest commendation. They were pitted against 
some of the best long-range shots of Great Britiin, where this department of 
shooting has been followed without cessation for a great number of years. 

There is nothing shown in this contest to indicate that Great Britain has a 
better rifle or superior ammunition to that used by the American team, but to us 
it seems clearly shown that the expert British riflemen have a better knowledge ol 
the intricacies of long-rang^ shooting. They were able to cope successfully with 
sudden changes of weather conditions, while lack of experience caused some of 
the best shots of the American team at that time to drop far below their usual 
work. The American team was a partiuularly national one, the Army, the Navy 
and the Volunteers of flve different States being represented. 

The result of the 1902 Palma match is perhaps fortunate. Had the British 
riCemen lost the match, there would probably have been no more international 
contests for many years. The result of the contest will influence each country rep- 
resented to at once begin preparations for oiganizing a team for another interna- 
tional match. It is understood that the National Rifle Association of America will 
fr(»m now on hold a team in readiness for an international match. The team 
will be largely made up of the successful contestants of the Sea Girt meet- 
ings, and will be I'eady to go forth from time to time to measure skill with 
riflemen of other countries. 

The benefit derive^ from the international contest this year is undoubted.

Riflemen of England, Canada and the T'nited States have become w^ acqaainted 

and established friend Ij relations. As a result there will be more international 

ocE tests. Tliis will stimulate improveroects in arms and ammunition, increase 

the interest in rifle practice, and develop a high order of skill, which is of in- 
estimable ralue." 

From the time the team arrived at Ottawa until it left for Montreal, no set of 
hosts, from His Excellency tte Governor-General down, could have done more for 
the pleasure and comfort of the visiting teem than was accorded the American 
ttfjm of 1902 at Ottawa. Canada. Not only was the team entertained at the Rus- 
sell House without expense, but the visiters who accompanied the team were 
alfco so entertained. Every moment of thp time whe.i not engaged upon the range 
was filled in with entertainments, functions and general hospitality. From the 
bf-autiful dinner given by Col. Turner at the U. S. Consulate to the dinner at the 
club by the Minister of Justice and the visit to the theatre, not forgetting a most 
delightful reception given by Her BxcePei cy, the Countess of Minto, on Friday 
ei f ning, the 12th instant, at the Govemmtnt House, all were incidents of the trip 
which evincefl the sterling hospitality of oui Canadian friends. 

Colonel the Honorable J. M. Gibson, Pre sident of the Association; Lieut.-CoI. 
W. B. Hodgins, Secretary; Col. John TSltcn, Chairman of the Executive Commit- 
tee of Council; Lieut.-Col. A. L. Jarvis, of the Governor-Generars Foot Guards: 
Lieut.-Col. A. P. Sherwood, of the 43rd Regiment; Lieut.-Col. Fred C. Henshaw, 
Chairman of the Council; His Worship the Tx>rd Mayor, with his brother Aldermen, 
vied with one another in their eCForts to make our visit, not only extremely 
pleasant, but a memorable one. To them and to all the others, too numerous 
to mention, who assisted in our welcome, it is my groat pleasure to extend our 
warmest thanks. 

In closing this report I should be very remiss if I forgot to say a word about 
the team, its officers and the accompanying visitors to Canada. Capt. Frank L. 
Giaham not only acted as adjutant of the team in a most efficient manner, but 
also shot creditably in the match. Ool. Win. H. Early, Quartermaster of the 
team, acquitted himself, as he always doe?^ in thit capacity, with distinction and 
ability. The coaches, Dr. Scott and M. Hayes, were in\aluable in their services, 
not only in the practice and during the mntch, but in a general way while off tbo 
rrnge. Lieut. Jones, Secretary of the Association, assisted in the statistical work 
and as a direct representative of the National Rifle Association was a valuable 
member of the party. 

Our thanks are due to the visitors accompanying tlie team for the interest 
they took and for the "rooting," which, no doubt, helped us to make so creditable 
a showing. 

General Campb<>l], (now) General Brientnall, Col. Cook, Col. Freeman, Col. 
Biuce, Capt. Lissak of the Army, Lieut Bell, Major Hopper and Col. Reading 
all comprised an invincible body of supporters, which not only looked after the 
srcial end of the trip, but formed a creditable representation of the National 
Guardsmen of the United States. 

To the members of the team, individually and collectively, as their Captain, 
it is my great pleasure to say I look upon the visit to Canada as one of the 
bright spots in my official military career, and am proud to have been their 
Captain.

EXTRACT FROM THE BT-LAWS RELATING TO MEMBERSHIP. 

ARTICLE VIII.— MEMBERSHIP. 
Membership in the Association shall consist of the following: 

BENEFACTORS.— To whom shall be issued on payment of $1,000 a certifi- 
cate entitling the holder or his nominee to all the rights of membership in the 
AftBociation in perpetuity. 

PATRONS.— To whom shall be issued on payment of $500 a certificate en- 
titling him and the male members of his immediate family to all the rights of 
membership in the Association for life of said patron. 

LIFE MEMBERS, who shall upon election as such by the Executive Com- 
mittee and the payment of $25 be entitled to all privileges of membership dur- 
ing life. 

ANNUAL MEMBERS, who shall pay an initiation fee of $1 and annual 
dues of the same amount. 

SUBSCRIBING MEMBERS.— Firms, corporations or banks who shall sub- 
scribe $100 or more per annum, and who shall have a vote for each $500 so sub- 
scribed annually. 

Each member shall be entitled to one vote in person, and benefactors, pa- 
trons, life members and subscribing members shjill have the privilege of voting by 
proxy at the annual meeting of the Association.

The weather on the third day was hot and very dry, with a stiff 
wind from the south almost straight across the ranges, which made close 
calculations imperative. Corporal Winder, of Ohio, came within one 
point of the possible on the 800-yard range. Private Leizear, of the Sixth 
Pennsylvania and Lieutenant Wells, of the Seventy-first New York, were 
high men at the 900-yard range, while at 1,000 yards Corporal Winder's 
shooting brought him but four points behind the Possible, giving him the 
best total of the day, a very creditable shooting for a man new to the in- 
tricacies of long-range shooting.

In choosing ths team, the personal characteristics of the competitors 
were taken into con*sideration, as well as their scores, and it will be ob- 
served that Lieutenant Farrow, of the District of Columbia, was left out 
and Lieutenant Holcomb, of the United States Marine Corps, who won the 
medal for the highest aggregate score on the 1902 International Team, was 
taken on, although seventeenth. This move was justified by the subse- 
quent shooting of Lieutenant Holcomb, who, having been brought from 
Galubera to represent the Marine Corps, was in very poor physical condition 
at the preliminary competition. 

The Committee also selected the Officers to accompany the Team, their 
appointments being:

Adjutant— Lieut. Col. J. HoUis Wells, Tlst Regiment, New York. 
Quartermaster— Col. E. J. Dimmick, Recoider of the National

Secretary— Lieut. Albert S. Jones» Secretary National Rifle 
Association. 
Accompanying the Team were Lieut. E. Yarde Breese, Second Regi- 
ment Infantry, New Jersey; Lieut. J. G. Ewing, First Regiment Infantry, 
Delaware; Mrs. Wm. Martin, Mrs. J. H. Wells, Mrs. A. E. Wells, Mrs. 
Short, Miss Lillian Germaine and the young sons of J. H. and A. E. Wells, 
making in all a party of twenty-four. 

Later Colonel Dimmick, owing to business reasons, was compelled 
to give up the idea of going abroad with the Team, and Lieutenant Jones 
was appointed to act as Quartermaster, with Daniel C. Meyer, of the 

Seventh Regiment of New York, as Assistant. 

The Team sailed from New York on the "Lucania** of the Cunard 

Line on June 13th. The passage over was unusually fine, and only a few 
of the men were sick. Nothing unusual happened on the trip, and ths 
monotony was broken only by the usual pools on the day's run, the Thurs- 
day evening concert, at which Captain Martin Sfing, and the games of 
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shufSeboard on deck. At Queenstown the ladies and children of the party 
disembarked for a trip through Ireland, Scotland and England, intending 
to join the Team at Bisley on July 3rd. 

On Saturday morning, June 21st, at daylight, the Lucania docked in 
Liverpool harbor, and the Team was met at the dock by Captain John 
Barlow and Major Bell, a Committee of the N. R. A. of Great Britain. 
The party went at once to London, and, after lunching, took the 2.30 
train for Bisley Camp, where, on arrival, the Team was greeted by 
Colonel Crosse, the Secretary of the British Association, and in a short 
time the entire party were settled in huts. 

Monday was spent in resting, and on Tuesday the Team began their 
practice. On Thursday, June 25th, the North Loudon Rifle Club 
held their annual shoot at the ranges and invited the members of the 
Team to compete. The principal event was a Match at 200, 500 and 600 
yards, seven shots at each range. Captain H. M. Bell won first place. 
Captain W. B. Martin was second and Lieutenant A. E. Wells third, the 
Americans thereby capturing the three best prizes. 

Practice over the ranges was had every other day,^and the men found 
the conditions much harder to nlaster than on e'.ther the Sea Girt or Creed- 
moor Ranges. The firing points and the targets are both on elevate^! 
mounds, with numerous deep gullies between. There are no wind clocks 
and the flags are smaller and lighter. The wind sweeps down the high 
hill in the rear pf the butts and swings around through the intervening 
gullies in such a way that no indication of same is shown by the flags. 
Without powerful field glasses to catch the direction by watching the 
mirage a shooter would be lost. 



THE MATCH. 

Saturday, July 11th, the day of the Match, was, from an American 
point of view, an ideal one for shooting a typical Sea Girt or Creedmoor 
midsummer day. It was as unexpected as it was welcomed, and it put 
renewed hope into the American contingent, for, up to the day of the 
Match, the usual Bisley conditions, with its tricky fishtail wind, con- 
tinued to baflBe the coaches of the Americans. The wind, though not 
steady, was decidedly less variable, and never exceeded a velocity of more 
than twelve miles an hour during the Match, and was not more than 
eight miles most of the day. 

The drawing for targets resulted in the Americans being rn the extreme 
left, with Norway, Australia, Canada, Great Britain, France and Natal, 
extending in the order given, towards the right. 

Many spectators clustered behind the different Teams, but the largest 
crowd was behind the British and American targets, the word having 
gone forth that the battle would be between these two Teams. American 
visitors were especially numerous, but there were also many French peo- 
ple watching their representatives, who, like the Norwegians, were in 
civilian dress, some of the Frenchmen w^oarins: long linen girments, like 
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oar marketmen wear. The American, British and colonial Teams were in 
field uniform, and made the smartest appearance. Only a few shots had 
been fired when chief attention became fixed upon the British and Ameri- 
can Teams. The former included three men who have in past years car- 
ried off the Queen's prize, Lawrence, Davies and Ward, and Wallingford, 
whO; the previous week, had won the Army Championsliip. For both 
Teams buUseyes came with monotonous restularity; Cook for American and 
Martin for Britain each only dropped one point and Keough (America) onl^ 
dropped two points. At the finish of the 800-yard stage, the Team* 
stood :

The average per man for the British Team was 09.25; Auierican, 
68.87, and Canada, 67. 

With Great Britain leading by three points, the 900-yard stage begj*n 
at 12 o'clock. Almost at the start the Amricans began to slowly creep up 
on the Britishers, and when the stage was completed America had wiped 
out Britain's lead of three and gone to the front by eight points, the scores 
at this rnnge b?ing:

Tlien came lunch, and the Match was resumed about half-pnst three, 
when the heat was as great as or perhaps greater than it had been in 
the morning, but with a little breeze. The Teams' position on the firing 
line had somewhat changed from the earlier firing; in the redrawing for 
position the Americans got the right of the line, the British being in the 
centre. All interest now centered around targets 17 and 19, where the 
British Team was shooting, and at 37 and 39, where the American 
Team was shooting. The crowds in the immediate rear of these two 
Teams' score boards were ten and twelve rows deep. The American Am- 
bassador, Mr. Choate; his secretary, Mr. Phillips, and J. A. Haskell, of 
the Laflin & Rand Powder Co., with a large colony of fair countrywomen 
and American tourists from London, and even from the Continent, formed an 
enthusiastic group in the rear of the American targets, a crowd nearly

as large as in the rear of the British board. The Match was shot with 
four men shooting at a time, \^'hen the first four men of each Team 
had each fired five rounds the British had re won the eight points back, 
but in the next five lost the point and one beside. When the first four 
of both Teams had finished, the American four had gained four points, 
making the lead twelve points for the last four of the British to over- 
come. On the second the first two on each Team made bulls; in 
the next round the Britishers lost another point; in the next four shots 
the two squads tied. Almost precisely the same totals were now beiut; 
recorded shot for shot, but at the tenth round the Americans had raised 
their lead to fifteen points, and had practically won the Match. The 
American Team finished first with a score of 1,570 points, which beats 
the record made by the British Team in Canada last year by eleven 
points. Great Britain finished about ten minutes later, scoring 1,555, 
four points lower than their last year's score. The best individual score 
was 206, made by Sergeant Major Walllngford, of the British Team. 
Sergeant J. H. Keough, of the American Team tied tins score, but was 
outranked by Wallingford on the long range. The score at this range 
was:

The average per man of each Team was: America, 196.25; Greav 
Britain, 194.37; Canada, 189.75; Australia, 187.62; Natal, 174.87; Nor- 
way, 155.12; France, 153.75. Taken altogether, the display of shooting 
in the Match was one which has never been equaled with the service 
rifle; neither the American nor the British Team made a sing!e miss, the 
Australian only 3 and the Canadian 6. 

The Match over, there were cheers on both sides. Then the Ameri- 
can Team was taken possession of bodily by the host of photographers pres- 
ent, and snapped over and over again, after which they adjourned to the 
clubhouse of the members of the Council, where Lord Cheylesmore, after 
a few words of congratulation, requested Lady Cheyle^more, herse'f 
an American lady, to give the Palma Trophy into the custody of the 
Captain of the American Team. Captain Bruce accepted the Trophy. 

Among the Americans present who assisted in different ways at 
the fining point and in the butts, and to whom thanks are due for their 
patriotic devotion to the Team, I desire to mention: Lieut. J. G. Ewing, 
the representative of the Laflin & Rand Powder Co.; Lieut. E. Yarde 
Breese, Second Regiment of New Jersey; Captain Clarence True, Commis- 
sary, Seventy-first Regiment, N. G. N. Y.; Captain DeWitt C. Falls, 
Adjutant, Seventh Regiment, N. G. N. Y.; Lieut. H. C. Wilson, Seventy- 
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first Beeiment. and Lieut. Thoiuas E. Selfrldge, U. S. A. W. it. Thomaa, 
of the Union Metallic Cartridge Co., was hIm on tlie Brounda. Xearlj 
all the Loudon papers, iu referring to tbe Mitcb, gave as the secret at 
our saccess the wind gange sight, which they claim la really a match 
sight. The trnth of the matter is, we owe the T:cloiy mainly to the good 
holding of the men, backed by good judgment in coaditng. The barrels 
used by the Team were made by the J. Stevens Arms and Tool Co., of 
Chicopeo Falls, Mass.. and each individual >ifle was personally made or 
GniHhed by the well-known barrel maker, Harry M. Pope. The ani- 
mnnition was carefully loaded by the Union Metallic Cartridge Co., and 
contained 36 grains of Laflin & Itnnd [>owder and the Thomas 220-graiii 
bnltet. The American shooters coached and helped each other, and no 
shot was pnlled unless at least two men agreed upon the conditions and 
changes. The fir« sannd n'as coached by Short and Wetls, and the 
second sijuad by Doyle and Casey. Tliia was a distinct departure tmm 
former years, when two men outside of the Team proper did all the 
coaching. No longer was the reflponsibllll; of a bad shot resting entirely 
on one man, as with the British Team, when not n shot was fired except 
at the command of the coach. There is no doubt hot that the weather 
conditions materially helped tbe American Team. It was hot and dry, 
with scarcely any wind; in fact, it was about tbe oilly good shooting day 
eiperienced by the Team since ita arrival in England. I am alao of tiie 
opinion that our powder holds its elevation better on a hot day than 
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cordite, the powder used by the British. They used in the Match a new 
special bullet, weighing 225 grains, ten grains heavier than the Govern- 
ment service bullet. They also had a specially made cordite powder, giv- 
ing 300 feet greater velocity than the regular powder. 

The arrangements for carrying out the Match and the marking were 
excellent. Three men had been put on each target, consequently there 
were no delays in marking. Captain Bruce, the captain of the winning 
Team, on being asked his opinion of the result of the Match, said: '*He 
was not inclined to attach as much importance to the aperture sight as 
some of the defeated competitors. We have a good rifle," he said, "and 
good men, and they have been practising under all sorts of conditions 
and in all parts of the States since the last contest. That is my ex- 
planation of the victory." 

The showing made in the Match by the Norwegians and Frenchmen 
was, in a way, remarkable, for the Norwegians had no previous practice 
over the ranges, only arriving in time for the competitions, and used the 
(with us) old-time bar sight, the sight issued with the Krag (U. S. maga- 
sine rifle) in the States when first adopted, while the Frenchmen were 
totally unaccustomed to firing at such (to them extreme) ranges. The 
Frenchmen wanted unlimited sighting shots before beginning their score, 
owing to the fact that their sights were graduated so that no elevation 
between 110 yards could be made; their sights were also fixed with no 
lateral movements. Though all the Team Captains felt inclined to 
grant the request, it could not be granted, on account of lack of time. The 
French shot with their new army rifie, the Lebel. 

An entry had been received from Russia, which had a rather comic 
aspect. Three of the Russian Team arrived the day before the Match a« 
an advance guard to arrange for the coming of the Team proper. It seems 
that the Russians adhere to the old calendar, which is about twelve dayi 
behind the calendar used by all other uations, consequently the Russian 
Team were absent.

Immediately after the Match was finished the members of the various 
Teams hurried to their quarters to prepare for the banquet given by the 
National Rifle Association of Great Britain to the visiting Teams at the 
Trocadero Restaurant in London. The evening was one longT to be re- 
membered by those fortunate enough to participate. 

The tables at right angle to the presiding ofiicer's table were ar- 
ranged by countries, with America in the centre as the guests of honor. 
The Duke of Cambridge presided, . and at his table sat Admiral Fitz- 
Oeorge, General Lord Cheylesmoro, Earl Waldegrave, Lord Kinnnird, 
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Col. D'Amada (Frauce), Sir George Truscott, Sir T. Brook-Hitchin, Sir 
Henry Aubrey Fletcher, Capt. Stockton (naval attache at the American 
Bmbassy), Sir Horace Tozer, Major the Hon. T. F. Freniantle. Col. 
Sherwood (Canada), Capt. Bruce (United States), Col. Oldershaw (Aus- 
tralia), Walter Winans, Lieut. Blue (Natal), M. Merillon (France), Capt. 
Matthews and Lieut-Col. Crosse, the Executive Officer and Secretary of 
the National Rifle Association. 

The Ohairmau, in proposing the King, remarked on the number of 
nationalities who were represented, but was sure that they would receive 
the toast with cordiality. In response, there was a rouDd of cheers. 
The Queen, the royal family and the health of the competing Teams 
was also drunk. In proposing the last toast, the Chairman said: Many 
of the Teams had come a long distance, and he hoped they would have 
a pleasant visit to this country. He could assure them that their presence 
was as welcome as if they had been our own citizens. (Cheers.) He had 
been many years at the head of the Association, and he strongly hoped 
that these friendly contests would continue. They all greatly appreciated 
the visit of the American Team. He felt it was very benefical to all the 
countries which engaged in these friendly competitions, and he hoped 
that the kindly relations at present existing between those countries and 
this empire might long continue. (Cheers.) 

France was called upon to respond, and M. Merillon, President of 
the National Rifle Association of Frauce, did so in a very able manner. 
As his speech was delivered in French, but few had the pleasure of un- 
derstanding the good points he ma4e. 

Major Fremantle next responded to the toast of the winning Team. 
He said he had seen with the greatest pleasure at the Bisley meeting 
that day its international. character. There had never been a more repre- 
sentative gathering in the whole history of the N. R. A. in the forty- 
three years during which he had been connected with it. He regretted 
the absence of the Swiss, who at the competitions at The Hague proved 
themselves champions of Europe. Then they might, but for the western 
ideas of hurry that seemed to govern this competition (laughter) have 
welcomed representatives of yet another Ehiropean country as competitors. 
The western calendar was thirteen days ahead of the eastern; otherwise 
a Team of Russians would have been present to compete in the Match. 
As Ihiglishmen and as true sportsmen, they could congratulate the Ameri- 
can Team on having beaten them in n fair field. Their efforts to get the 
Trophy to England had extended over many years, and the bird of freedom 
which rested on the top of it was once more returning to its native land 
on the other side of the Atlantic. (Cheers.) The conditions of the Match 
were essentially military. G?hey took the weapon of their respective 
countries exactly in the form in which it was supplied to the troops, and 
he might say that it was a matter of regret that the restrictions should 
have acted as a severe handicap to some of their visitors, particularly to the 
gallant country which M. Merillon represented. But it was not merely 
a competition between the rifles as supplied to the troops; it was one in 
which they brought to bear on the cartridge and rifle every refinement 
of invention which could be produced, and the consequence was thai 
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they learned a great deal from the Match. He belieyed the wmnera 
Would tell them that in preparation for the event they succeeded in pro- 
ducing a military cartridge which gave them unexpected and surpriglnf 
results in the matter 3f accuracy. For himself, he might say that he 
never ezx>ected to see the British rifle in the hands of eight men fired 
under the conditions of that day, without a single shot falling to reach the 
targetl (Cheers.) The Buglish Team, though deprived of the Trophy 
this year, congratulated their American friends^their brothers he hoped 
he might call them — on their success. (Cheers.) 

Captain Bruce, responding for the United States Team, said that the 
weather conditions were entirely favorable to their shooting, and so it 
might be said that their success was, to some extent, accidental. The Team 
was selected with the greatest care. A Committee of officers was appointed 
by the United States War Department to make an exhaustiye test of the 
shooting of from sixty to seventy ritlemen throughout the country — ^men 
who bad been familiar vvith rifle shooting from their boyhood. The result 
was that in their Team they had positively the best rifle shots to be 
found in the United States. He Loped that next year they would have the 
pleasure of welcoming competing Teams from Great Britain and the 
colonies, as well as frcnn the other countries represented that evening. 
(Cheers). He concluded by referring to the great cordiality shown to the 
Team by the King and every one else with whom they had come in 
contact, and said that they would carry back to their homes memories 
of a reception which would never be effaced. (Cheers.) 

The health of the Chairman, proposed by Lord Cheylesmore, concluded 
the evening's enjoyment. After the toast the American contingent gave 
three cheers, with a tiger and S[ls-s-s! Boom!! Ah!!! which amused all the 
foreigners very much. Owing to the fatigue of the day, Mr. Ohaate could 
not attend. During the banquet the following telegram was sent to 
President Roosevelt: "American rifles, ammunition and men won a victory 
today over Great Britain, France, Norway, Australia, Canada and Natal, 
and bring back the Palma Trophy," to which the following reply was re- 
ceived: "Jones, Secretary American Team, Bisley. Accept my heartiest 
congratulation for the American victory.— Theodore Roosevelt." 
Forest and Stream, in commenting upon the Match, says: 

**The victory of the United States rifle Team in the International 
Rdfle Match at Bisley, Ehigland, on Saturday of last week, affords just 
grounds for a feeling of national pride and for an expression of general 
national gratiflcation. 

"To have possession of the Palma Trophy, emblematic of the world's 

championship in the highest forms of rifle competition, is an honor eagerly 

desired by all the leading nations of the earth. The number of aspirants 

for the honor is increasing. The recent contest was much broadened in 

cosmopolitan scope by the entries of nation* never before represented in 

contests for the Palma Trophy. Already Gteat Britain has signified her 

intention to retake it in the International Competition of 1904, if earnest 

British effort and talent can compass such undertaking.' 

"This victory is peculiarly complimentary as a testimonial to the energy 
and - resourcefulness of the United States. In 1901 the Americans lost 
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tlie Palma Trophy to the Canadian Team by a score of 1,494 to 1,522. 
Last year the United States Team contested for it at Ottawa, Canada* 
with Canadian and British Teams as opponents, with results as follows: 
Great Britain, 1,459; United States, 1,447; Canada, 1,373. Since then 
our longr-range riflemen have given the pfoblem of the Palma Trophy 
much thought. Rifles, ammifhition and technical manner of their use 
have all been given madi study, with the resultant splendid perfomian<!6 
at Bisley. Thus the American man behind the gun, the gun and the am- 
munition were all equal to the exigencies of the situation. 

"While the victory itself has in it much for national felicitation, the 
advance in a better understanding among the citizens of the earth and 
the consequent addition to cosmopolitan comity are of material value in 
maintaining the peace of the nations. The hearty friendliness manifested 
between victor and vanquished, and toward them by the British people 
and their visitors is a phase significant of international good will. With 
the just feeling of pleasure whch flows from the knowledge that tlie Palma 
Trophy will return to the land of its origin, there is cause for a still greater 
feeling of pleasure in the knowledge that with it are associated peaceful 
victories and a constant broadening of friendship between the nations." 

Shooting and Fishing has this to say: 

"The International Palma Trophy Match, for the rifle championship of 
the world, was shot at Bisley, England, on Saturday last, July 11, and 
resulted in a victory for America. 

"This victory for the American riflemen is particularly gratifying be- 
cause it was won in. the face of numerous obstacles. It is also pleasing 
to know that this greatest of all International Rifle Contests passed off 
without the slightest friction, and to know that the esteemed Captain of 
the British Team, Major the Hon. T. P. Fremantle, declared that the 
American Team won the Match fairly on a fair field. Again, it is satis 
factory to hear that a Team of British riflemen will visit this country 
next year, and endeavor to again win the Trophy, and it is hoped that 
other countries will also send Teams. The stronger the battle for su- 
premacy, the greater benefit it will be for all concerned, and no greater mis- 
fortune to American riflemen could occur than to be left undisturbed 
possessors of the Palma Trophy. 

"With no attempt to exult over the victory of the American Team, we 
feel impelled to proclaim the credit due each member and the few earnest 
workers who labored so hard to regain the Trophy ^won fairly from us la^st 
year by the British riflemen. 

"Long range rifle shooting was revived in the United States iij 1900, 
at which time but few modern rifles were available, ammunition for same 
was conspicuously faulty, and there were practically no experienced long 
range riflemen active in this department of shooting. 

"Although there were almost no riflemen of experience at long range 
at the beginning of the year 1900. there were many expert short and mid- 
range rifle shots with the U. S. Springfield rifle, and it is believed that 9 
Team of American riflemen could have been selected at that time which 
could have coped successfully with any foreign Team with a similar arm 
up to and including the range of SOO yards. It is out of this materkl mainly 
that the American Team that won the recent victory at Bisley was se- 
lected. The revival of the National Rifle Association and the resurrection 
of a number of old-time trophies stimulated long-range rifle shooting, which 
made known certain faults in the early issues of the rifle; showed the 
great faults in the first lots of ammunition for the Government rifle, and 
made Am.erican riflemen aware that they were sadly deficient in perhaps 
the most important part of military rifle practice. 

"It is greatly to the credit of American riflemen that out of this chaotic 
condition of affairs in so short a time they acquired proficiency enough 
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to surpass the skill of the famous riflemen of Europe, who had the adyan- 
tage of many more years* experience with the modern small-bore military 
rifle. It was only through hard, earnest and intelligent work they ae- 
ccHnpUflhed it 

'*The recent international rifle match w^ill be of incalculable benefit 
in many ways. The rifles used in this contest are in every way practical 
military arms. The practice prior to the Match brought out defects in 
arms and ammunition which were remedied, and now that the Match is 
oyer each nation has before it the work of its own men as well as its 
riyals, and, reflecting oyer defeat, they will doubtless be spurred to mak* 
many improvements in arms and ammunition and to train their riflemen to 
a greater degree of proficiency. An International Rifle Match will do 
more than a war to advance the art of rifle shooting, and such an event 
is better than any ordnance test by any government." 

The well-knuwn English rifle expert, Mr. L. R. Tippens, in the ''Voluu- 
teer Service Gazette" of England, had this to say of the Match: 

'*This was in many features the most interesting and important riflo 
match ever held. In the number of 'nations' and 'provinces' competing 
the match was wholly unprecedented; though, after all, there were but 
three languages. 

*"rhe real contest lay between Great Britain and the United States, 
but with such great provinces as Canada and Australia ready to take ad- 
vantage of the slightest failure of either. The French and Norwegians 
were never *in it,* though their men were good fellows, and by no means 
bad shots. But their appliances and their training were not of the ex- 
cellence demanded by such a contest, and some, at least, of the men had 
never shot at anything like such ranges. 

"The contest is popularly supposed to show which are the best rifles 
and the best men. In some senses it does; but not so completely and 
clearly as the general public supposes. 

"Although fired with the 'national arm of each country,' the specifi- 
cations were not in all particulars strictly followed. The British shot 
strictly with rifies inspected and passed by a Government viewer as in all 
respects identical with the Government-made rifles. They used exactly 
the weapons and appliances always allowed at Bisley for Service rifle com- 
petitions. The rifling was absolutely identical with Government pittern. 
The Americans used a rifle which in action and general construction is of 
Government pattern, but in the really vital matter of the rifling is of en- 
tirely different construction. It is not the Krag Jorgensen barrel, but a 
special Stevens-Pope barrel; that is, the rifling was designged by that 
barrel-making genius, Harry Pope, and made by the well-known tool and 
machine and barrel makers, the Stevens Arms and Tool Company, of 
Ohicopee Falls, Massachusetts. Probably this rifling will be adopted by 
the United States Government in a new rifle; but it is not yet adopted. 

"The British sights are an open V or a straight bar. They are not 
movable laterally to give varying wind allowances. The American sights 
have a hole in the backsight, through which aperture aim can be taken; 
and the backsight is easily traversed to give any reasonable wind allow- 
ance. For target work the aperture sights have considerable advantageSy 
especially when the variations are not too rapid or extreme. 

**The ammunition to be used was not specified, and the British team 
commander, Major Freemantle, knew perfectly well that on a good day 
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they could not win with Government powder. Indeed, at one time, it 
looked very likely that the British would have to use an American powder 
to have any chance of winning. Th^ fundamental defect is not so much 
in the *cordite' powder as in the defective specification^ and the details of 
the cartridges. But the King's Norton Ammunition Company produced a 
cartridge for the .303 rifle with a rather heavier bullet, and with all the 
details carefully worked out. The shooting was immensely superior to 
anything hitherto available, and the cartridge was used with great satis- 
faction. 

"The American team could not hope to win with Government ammu- 
j'itlon, and never intended to try. They used cartridges loaded hy the 
Union Metallic Company with Laflin & Hand powder. It is a very good 
cartridge, not quite perfect, but capable of very fine shooting. 

"The teams were both well organized, though not quite on the same 
lines. The British w^ere coached in the match by Col. Hapten and Col. 
Gibbs— two of the finest coaches of the whole world. The men shot strictly 
to order, and, in the main, managed to obey orders with wonderful ex- 
actitude. The Americans had a looser system of mutual coaching, which 
is better adapted for the flood tide of success than to stem the strong ebb 
of adversity. There was not enough adversity to try them much, and they 
seized on prosperity with their national avidity. In easy times they fired 
with great rapidity, repeating their aims and hits like lightning; but when 
•mags' or 'outers' boded ill, they simply 'lay to* till a long look and a trial 
shot showed fairer prospects. Then they went ahead again. 

"The British disdained to hurry, and could not with open sights re- 
peat an accurate aim so quickly, so that they let the^good times go without 
full harvest; and in the bleak and barren times they struggled on without 
delay or slackening, but pitted their skill against the elements, and with no 
small measure of success. 

"The American team won because they had the weatl.er that suited 
their weapon and organization, and were well able to take advantage of 
their chance. The British lost because they had, for target work, inferior 
sights. For war our sight is better than the American, and war comes too 
full often. For target work the American sight is better fitted, and their 
rifle has less need than our to be war proof. 

"We may well improve our rifle, though lecer.t prop sals are i.ot wholly 
improvements; but we shall be in error if we hastily assume the American 
rifle is the best. In truth, our five top men bent theirs by seven points; our 
three last men were beaten by twenty-two points. But of the 720 shots 
fired by both teams, not one missed the target. The scores were close to 
those made in the Elchp with match sights ; and the match as a whole 
w^as a marvelous demonstration of the power and accuracy of tl e Queen of 
Weapons." ^ 

During the week following the contest for the Palma Trophy ilie 
members of the American Team remained in camp at Bisley, and con- 
tested in many of the matches there. Lieutenant Reginald H. Sayre, of 
Squadron A, N. G. N. Y., who had joined the Americin Contingent at 
Bisley, also remained over and contested in the revoh er competitions. The 
members were successful in a great many matches and collectively won in 
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the neighborhood of $750.00. Lieutenant A. E. AVells won the Lord 
Cheylesmore Match with a score of 48 out of a possible 60 at 1,000 
yards, rapturing the Winans Trophy and $125.00 in cash. 

The Team sailed for home from Liverpool on July 25th, returning on 
the same steamer, the Lucania, which took them orer. Before l?aTing Liv- 
erpool Capt. Bruce received dispatches as followes: 

<* Have sent you wire from Lord Roberts. All wish you prosperous 
voyage." CHEYLESMORE. 

*' I «tm very sorry I have come too late to see von, and congratulate 
your team on their splendid success at Bisley." LORD ROBBKTS. 

Capt. Bruce replied as follows to Lord Cheylesmore : 

' * The United States rifle team and myself are honored by the kind 
messages from the distinguished soldier, Loi d Roberts and yourself. We 
leave our good English friends with hearts full of gratitude." 

The party arrived in New York Saturday, August 1st, where they 

>vere met by a delegation of National Guardsmen, headed by General -%, 

Spencer, President of the National Rifle Association, and received a hearty 

welcome. Members of the party at once dspersed to their homes.

NATIONAL TROPHY, HELD AT SEA GIRT, NEW 

JERSEY, SEPTEMBER 8TH AND 9TH, 1903. 

Conditions: 

Open to teams of 12 men from the following: 

a. The Army of the United States, one team from the troops sta- 
tioned within each of the military departments. 

b. The United States Navy. 

c. The United States Marine Corps. 

d. The National Gaard of uniformed militia of the several states and 
territories, including the District of Colnmbia (one team from each state, 
territory and the District of Columbia). 

e. The members of each team to be officers or enlisted men of t e 
corps or organization which they represent, and to appear in the authorized 
service uniform and belts thereof.* 

Distances— 200, 500, 600, 800, 900 and 1,000 yards. 

Number of Shots— Ten by each competitor at each range. 

Positions— Standing at 200 yards; prone with head toward target at 
all other ranges.

I'hrough an oversii^bt the Act of Congress omitted the United States 
Navy and the United States Marine Corps, and, though they were per- 
mitted to compete by order of the Secretary of War, they were debarred 
the benefits of the caijih prizes, under a decision of the Auditor of the 
Treasury, who held to the strict wording of the Act. This Act limited 
the contest to the Regular Army and National Guard of the several 
States and Territories and the District of Columbia. 

COMPETITION. 

f 

September 8th, the morning of the first day of the National Match, 

opened dubiously. A cold, raw, southeast wind was blowing?, with a slight 
drizzle. Major John F. GuUfoyle, of the Twelfth United States Cavalry, 

who had been detailed by the Adjutant-General of the Army for that 

purpose, acted as Executive Officer. The duties of statistical oflScer were 

looked after by Lieutenant Albert S. .Tones, Secretary of the National 

Rifle Association, assisted by Col. Ew J. Dimmick. Enough rangge officers, 

both from the Regular Army and the State Militia, had been detailed to 

assure one for each team at the firing point, and one in charge of the 

telephone in the pit. Two markers were assigned to each target. 

Fifteen teams representing the Army, Navy, Marine Corps and the 
States of New York, New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Rhode Island, Connecti- 
cut, Massachusetts, Vermont, Michigan, Ohio, Georgia and the District 
of Columbia faced the butts 

The Range Officers for the Match were Brig.-Gen. George H. Harris, 
commanding the District of Columbia National Guard; Brig.-Gen. Lawra- 
son Riggs, commanding the Maryland National Guard; Brig.-Gen. George 
W. Wingate, of New York; Brig.-Gen. R. Heber Breintnall, of New Jer- 
sey; Col. William P. Hall, assistant adjutant general United States Army; 
Col. James G. White, inspector general of rifle practice, Massachusetts; 
Lieut. -Col. C. H. Lauchheimer, United States Marine Corps; Lieut.-Col. 
James Parker, assistant adjutant general, United States Army; Major 
David S. B. Chew, brigade inspector of rifle practice, Pennsylvania; Cap- 
tain James Watson and Lieut. Ale^tander L. Oliver, Fourth Regiment, 
New Jersey; Lieut. F. H. Hill, United States Navy; Captain Johnson, 
Lieut. Carter and Lieut. Christie, United States Army. 

Firing began at 9.30 A. M. and continued without intermission until 
the finish of the 600-yard range, at 6.15 P. M. 
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New Jersey took the honors in the first stage of the Match with a 
score of 1,564 poiuts, defeating: Mnssachusetts by 11 points. New York 19 
points and the District of Columbia by 30 points. 

September 9th. The weather conditions for the second day of the 
contest were almost similar to those of the first day. The light was dull 
and uniform, the sun not appearing through the clouds at any time daring 
the shooting. The wind was steady, and, altogether, the conditions were 
regarded as favorable to good shooting at long distances. 

The 800-yard stage was shot in the morning, and the 900 and 1,000 
yard stages in the afternoon. 

Many complaints were made by the marksmen against the ammuni- 
tion used, and the results of the Match showed that the sccores, as a rule, 
were a great deal more irregular and lower than those made by ammuni- 
tion of private makers. 

The New York Team had a most thorough and excellent system o-f 
coaching, which showed to great advantage on the longer ranges and un- 
doubtedly won the match for them. The total of their 800, 900 and 1,000 
yard scores was 1,443, as against 1,339 for District of Columbia, 1,338 for 
New Jersey and 1,335 for Massachusetts. 

The winners of the six prizes and their standing are as follows: 

Ist. Winner of the "National Trophy" and $500, New York. 

2nd. Winner of the "Hilton Trophy" and |300, New Jersey. 

3rd. Winner of the bronze '* Soldier of Marathon" and $200, Massa- 
chusetts. 

4th. Winner of $150, District of Columbia. 

5th. Winner of $100, Ohio. 

6th. Winner of $50, United States Marine Corps.

The weather conditions were all that could possibly be asked for on 
this day, and the twelve teams which qualified for the match were started 
early, commencing on tlie 200-yard range. At this distance the New 
Jersey team took the lead, though by a very small margin, its score 
being 350, the District of Ck>lumbia being but one point less, which in 
turn was followed by Massachusetts with 344. At 600 yards New Jersey'^ 
lead was wiped out, and the team from the District went to the front 
with a score of 380 for the distance, followed by the U. S. Infantry and 
Pennsylvania, with 369 each, New Jersey coming in third, with 368. 
There was still another change in the leadership when the 1,000-yard 
range was shot over. In this part of the work the U. S. Infantry team 
far outclassed all of the other competitors, putting up the very good score 
of 285, Rhode Island coming in second with 268, followed in turn by 
Maryland, 264, and Pennsylvania 263. The excellence of the shooting 
done at the last distance landed the U. S. Infantry team in the winner's 
place with a total score of 095, and when the result was announced the 
team was cheered most lustily by its eleven competitors. Second place 
went to the District of Columbia, with 990, and third to New Jersey, with

The Sea Girt Tournament of 19(13 far surpassed any other previously 
given. Its enormous attendance, there being over one thousand riflemen 
present, together with the A\'^indeiful increase in tl e popularity of rifle 
shooting, presents a problem to the management which will have to be 
solved before the next meeting. So Inrge was the attendance this year 
that the capacity of the range was taxed to its utmost. 

The inability to secure sufficient help on the range in scoring, mark- 
ing and attending to the targets is a great o)>stacle in the way of promptly 
and efficiently running the matches. In all other countries the management 
of great rifle shoots is not so handicapped, as the Government details 
soldiers of the Regular Army to do this work. In this country little or 
nothing is done to help along the National (Juardsmon and Civilians who 
are laboring to stimulate the love of rifle shooting among the citizens. 

Among the visitors at Sea Girt during the matches were: Colonel Hall. 
Acting Adjutant General, U. S. Army; General Haywood, Commander 
of the U. S. Marine Corps; Colonel Raspopow, Russian Military Attache, 
and many other prominent Army and National (luard Officers. The trade 
was represented by T. H. Keller, for the Peters Cartridge Company; W. 
M. Thomas and A. C. Barrell, for the Union Metallic Cartridge Company; 
Lieutenant J. G. Bwing and Edward Taylor, for the Laflin & Rand 
Powder Company, and H. M. Pope and Fred C. Ito&s, for the Stevens 
Arms and Tool Company. 

During the meeting there was a most interesting exhibit of two new 
inventions of a military character— the "Sub-target Gun Machine" and the 
**Hyposcope." The former machine is designed, primarily, to instruct re- 

« 

emits in the art of rifle shooting, although, as a matter of fact, It is in 
daily use by expert riflemen, who find it of great advantage in keeping 
in practice without the necessity of frequent visits to outdoor ranges. No 
ammunition is required, and the machine may be ope.ated in the armory 
or at home. 

By reference to the illustration, it will be noted that the apparjitns 
consists of a sub-base or stand; a carriage base, adjustable by locked 
vertical and horizontal screws; a ground-steel cariiage rod, having at the 
target end a steel scoring-needle accurately spring-balanced on ground- 
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Rteel ball-joints; a sub-tnrget holder, which is released electro - mngnetica I ly 
by the trigger when the gnii is fired, driving the sulvtarget ngninst tlie 
scoring-needle, thus siring nn nlisulnte record of the aim or hold of tlie 
guii; n gun-holder pro|)er, so desigueil nud constructed that it is absolutely 
impossible to secure a iHiint of teut witii which to steiidy the guD when 
aiming, t1>e complete holder so counterbalanced thst only the weight ot the 
firearm is supported by the marksman. The entire apparatus is acieutifi- 
cally correct and absolutely accurate. Tlie machine may be quickly changed 
from the standing to either kneeling or prone iKisition, as may be desired 
by the marksman. 

niese machines are in daily use at United Slates Army iiosts nud 
iji State guard armories, where they are proving inraluable in the training 
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of recruits and, incidentally, the afifording of otlier^vise unobtainable prac- 
tice for qualified marksmen, and have already rnised the standard of 
marksmanship in the United States and other countries, wherevt»r used. 

At the International Uifle Meeting recently held at Bisley, England, 
the machine attracted great attent on, and was daily used by members 
of the American team which won and brought back to the United States 
the Palma Trophy. 

At this time, when every milifSTry power finds itself with very power- 
ful rifles, but with a very small percentage of mea who can effectually 
use them, the advent of these machines is very timely, as by their use 
any number of men may be rapidly qualified as marksmen. 

The "Hyposcope" is an instrument designed to be attached to small- 
arms, rapid-fire guns and cannon, which enables the soldier to aim hif^ 
gun without exposing any portion of his person to a return fire. The in 
strument consists essentially of a series of mirrors placed at angles to 
each other in an Li tube, which is applied to the gun just behind the 
rear sight. The two sights and the object aimed at are clearly visible in 
the field of the last mirror, eight inches below the level of the barrel. 
A scale, allowing for the raising and lowering of the top mirror with 
relation to the sights, is provided in order that the gun may be sighted 
for any distance to which it is capable of carrying. There is a lateral 
scole also, which allows of adjustments l>oing made for wind velocity. 
Both of these movements are controlled by milled head screws, and can 
easily be made by the soldier without exposing himself to a return fire. 

The entire instrument weighs about one pound, and is carried in a 
holster, which can be depended from the soldier's belt if desired. The 
parts, however, are not liable to be easily injured. In case a mirror 
is broken, a new one can readily be slipped into the old frame. 

The field of view is l]^ degrees, equal to an area of about 650 square 
yards at 200 yards; 1,625 square yards nt 500 yards; 3,250 square yards 
at 1,000 yards. 

For long-range firing a telescope caa be readily attached to the eye- 
piece. This telescope is four inches in length and weighs only 1 1-2 ounces. 

The shooting done with the rifle or artillery equipped with the hypo- 
scope is fully as accurate as when fired in the regular way; in fact, su- 
perior marksmanship would necessarily ensue as a result of the soldiers* 
appreciation of their safety. There would also be a considerable saving 
of costly ammnnition, resulting from the greater effort of the deadly 
fire maintained. 

It is a well-known fact that a withering fire is always concentrated 
on a machine gun and its detachment in modern battles. This being so. 
the equipping of the gun and its defenders with the hyposcopes renders 
them invisible to the enemy while pouring into them a fire which would 
either decimate or demoralize them. In such cases the value of the 
hyposcope to our Government could not be estimated in cold dollars and 
cents, as the saving of life and, possibly, the day for our troops would 
make them wortli their weight in gold. 

All modern writers upon the strategy of war agree thnt campaigns 
in the future will be long drawn out, and contending armies will advance 
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slowly ani] l>y entrpiirhiiiK when in louch n'itli each cthpr. Thie menus 
that the army which cnn <lo tiie moat pxeciition with the leaft Iohs lo 
itself will be the vidnr. In aneh ciiinpiiigna Hie Viihie of the liyposcoiw 
would be itieHtimnble. The niimher i>f lives whieh wiiuhl lie Raved tiiid 
the correspinniing niuonnt of dolijirs nnil cents in [lensions lo the Govern- 
ment wonlil be beyond computing. 

Wnrs of the future will be scientific one.s; every appliance which will 
help an army to ncti)mpliKh the defeat of its opponent will be used, and 
every appliance that ran be used to advaatoKe and otie thit will save 
life will lie of great advantage, and should be used. 

The day of the charge and the hand-to-hand conflict has passed, and, 
with the passing of the old-time tiic(i("< b>>fore tlie problems advanced liy

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MINUTES OF THE ANNUAL MEETING OF THE NATIONAL RIFLE 
ASSOCIATION, HELP AT SEA GIRT N. J., SEPT. 10, 1908. 

The meeting was called to order by the President, General B. W. 
Spencer, at 8 P. M. 

The Secretary of the Association, Lieut. A. S. Jones, acted as Sec- 
retary. 

Before the business of the meeting opened General Harries asked for 
and was granted the privilege of the floor. In the following words, he, 
in behalf of the members, presented to the Secretary a loving cup: 

"Before proceeding with the meeting 1 would like to present an in- 
formal matter in an informal way. 

**Thi» world loves a man who does things. If ho does seventy-five 
things well out of a hundred, we forgive him the  errors because of the 
things he has done well. He is very much better than the man who 
always does things to please everybody and never does things to displease 
anybody. 

Gentlemen, twelve years ago, the District of Columbia Team came to 
Sea Girt, and we have been coming to Sea Girt ever since. We did 
not have everything to buck against then — just a Jersey Team — and in 
those days this team, yoa will agree with me, did not amount to any- 
thing.

Colonel Bruce moved that a committee be appointed to decide whethe* 
or not it was proper for the National Kilie Association to have inscribed on 
the wreaths of the Palma Ti-ophy the names of the winners in iotat!on, and 
whether it would not be advisable to take out the years 1878 and 1900 
from the series of rotation, as in these yeais there was no finished score. 
There have been but five bona fide contests for the Palma Trophy, aii<l 
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he moved that no wreaths he put on unless the contest was hetween 
two international teams. 

Major Hopper moveti that the above motion be referred to an Execu- 
tive Committee with power. Seconded and carried. 

The President then stated that he had received a check for $250 
from the Hon. John F. I>r.v<ien to i>ay over to the Captains of the first 
and second teams of the Drj'den IVophy Mp.tch the next clay. 

The President then s^poke a few words of ai)preciation of Senator 
Dryden : 

"Gentlemen: I supiMise you all know thiit Senator Dryden is the 
best friend we have had in Conjrress. There is no question about that, but 
for his earnest efforts and good, hard business common sense we never 
would have had any national troi>hy. The story :s familiar to most of 
us, but I do not think it would be out of place fur me to rei>eat it here. 

"A bill was introduce<l in C'<»rgress by a Oungressmau from <me of 
the Western states, Wyoming— Congressman Muudell — which provided an 
appropriation for a national shoot every year and a national trophy. The 
bill was referred to the Adjutant (Jeneral of the Army and thoroughly 
endorsed. The Military ("ommittee of the House reiorteJ favorably on it. 

"The Adjutant (ieneral of Iowa met n.e in Washington with Ool. 
Dimmick and we called on the Sf)e:iker, who paid that it was one of the 
bills that could not pass, that the Committee of the House had limited 
legislation, and that evorythiug wuld go by the board. That nipant every- 
thing .would fail. In utter desperation Congressman Dick, M'*. Mundefl, 
Col. Dimmick and myself went over to see Senitor Dryden. ^^ho invited 
ns to lunch and we to'd him all a^out it. He linilly saiil: *I tell yo.i what 
I will do, I will add your bill to the Army Aiipropriatiun Hill. There sits 
Senator Proctor opposite, and I w'U go over and talk to him about it.' 

"He went over to Senator Pn ctor, who said it was utterly in possible 
for the amendment to pass aiul was contrary to Senate custom, but Sen- 
ator Dryden said he could see no reason why it could not be added lo 
the Army Appropriation Bill, and Senator Drydrn finally had added to 
that bill an annual appropriation of $2,50(). But for h'm, we never would 
have had a national trophy. 

"Not content with that, he sent for two or three ofticers and said: *I 
want to give a trophy that will perpetuate th-s rifle sh< ot o i yo.ir Sea Girt 
range.' So he sent for one or two designerb and finally placed in tho 
hands of Mr. Hayes an order for a trophy that will co t $4.(KH). In ad- 
dition, he said: 'I want to give .$250, not while I am alive, but so it wil' 
go along with that trophy so long as it is shot for,' and I have his check 
here for the first year's cash prizes. 

"You see, therefore, what we owe to the Hon. John F. Dryden, Senator 
for New Jersej-." (Much api>lause.) 

General Wingate moved that a vote of thanls be extended to Senator 
Dryden for the assistance he had rendered the National Rifle Association 
and for his generosity in the matter of the Dryden Trophy. Seconded 
and carried. 
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It was moved bj Capt. Hare and duly seconded that Senator Drydeii 
be elected an honorary life Director in the National Rifle Association. 
Carried. 

Major Guilfoyle, being called upon to say a few words, replied as 
follows: 

"Mr. President and Gehtlemen: I had not the faintest idea that any- 
thing of this sort would occur. However, I will say that it gives me great 
pleasure to be here to see you all. 

*'Last spring I was detailed to come up here and meet you in con- 
nection with the selei'tion of the team for the Bisley shoot. To tell yoii 
the truth, although I had had some little exi)erience in army shooting, I 
did not know much about the matter. I came here and got in touch with 
the men of this country who know most about rifle shooting, and I have 
learned a great deal. As I told a friend of mine today: *A man gets his 
education in two ways, one by the books he reads and the other by 
observation.' I rather think that what we obtain by observation is prob- 
ably the most valuable. 

"When I received the detail for this second competition I was very 
much pleased. We have had a good match and a grand shoot. I think 
you ought to be fill proud to have had the privilege of being present here. 

"ITiere is more in the matter of shooting than is at first appirent 
on the surface. As an army man I look a little beyond the material 
benefits of prizes, trophies and such like. We are all interested in the 
development to the highest possible degree of the shooting capacity of the 
American men. AVith the small army that Congress provides in time 
of war, we would be very weak, and we need something to help us out 
in the earlier stages of the conflict. We must rely absolutely upon tbe 
National Guard of this country, and the National Guard will be perfectly 
valueless unless it can shoot. As I said before, there is something more 
than getting prizes. This range and the work here vriM do more th'»n 
anything else in the way of promoting rifle practice throughout the United 
States, in that it will cause to be disseminated broadcast a desire to 
shoot, a desire to come here where shooting is done, and a desir^ to meet 
the men who can shoot. 

There are only one or two points that I think ought to be discussed 
by you gentlemen and by the War Department. The principal point is 
the subject of ammunition. 

"There is a lingering— more than a lingering— there is a very pro- 
nounced idea that the Government does not know how to make gooi" 
ammunition. I want to help it to do so. It can be helped very materially 
by sending to the representatives of the Government your ideas on that 
subject. I imagine that there are no men in the country who know more 
nhont ammunition than you lientlemen who shoot here, and the Govern- 
ment ought to l>e very glad to receive your ideas on the subject. As In- 
spector of Rifle Pra.'tice of the Army it will give me great plea«»ure to 
receive communications from yon on the subject, and it will be my privi- 
lege to prePs it home so that we may have an ammui.ition manufacture^, 
by the Government equal in all respects to that put up by private firms. 
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"I might, keep on talking on this subject lor quite a while, but, as ii 
is growing late, I will only add that 1 am very glad to have had llih; 
privilege tlie second time to come here to see you all shoot." (Applause.) 

Dr. Short moved that a vote of thanks be extended to Major Guil- 
foyle for the fair and business like way in which he had conducted the 
National Match. Seconded and Carried. 

Col. Raspapow, the military attache of Kussia, who w-as present, was 
next called on. and in reply he said: 

"Mr. President, Gentlemen: I hm very sorry that with my poor 
English I cannot exiwess all that I ought to say. Allow me to thank you, 
Mr. President, most heartily for the warm kindness extended to me. All 
1 have to say about the Sea (Jirt range as a school for rifle practice — 
target practice — is that it is the best university of shooting I have ever 
seen in my life. I can only thank you most heartily to have had the 
honoi* to assist and for the courtesy and kindness I have received during 
the time 1 have sipent here." (Applause.) 

Dr. Short stated that the sight on the new gun did not apiiear to him 
so good as the Bufflngton, and he hoped that the (luestion of sight wouUl 
be discussed in the correspondence with the War Department. 

Franklin Phillips stated that an improvement could be made on the 
Phipps sight by making the plate on the rear of the sight, on which the 
graduations are placed, moveable, which could be easily done by making 
the plate adjustable by two small screws with an elongated hole through 
which the screw securing the plate to the sight passed. 

Col. Miller stated that Ohio had organizeil a state organiz ition and 
asked how such organizations could aftiliate with the National Rifle Associ- 
ation. 

The Secretary replied that they could afliliate in the regular way, 
namely, by the payment of a membership fee of $10 and $5 annual dues 
in advance, the advantages of membership being that the National Rifle 
Association gave a medal annually to each affiliated organization to be 
shot for within the organization, besides which the reports, literature, etc., 
pertaining to the Association were mailed to it. 

Major Bell said that in Great Britain the Government supplied a 

'number of thousands of rounds of ammunition each year, and that in 

the matches each man received a supply of ammunition free of charge as 

be went to the firing point. He did not see why our nation could not afford 

to do likewise. 

Speech by Col. Bruce. 

Speech by General Wingate. 

Major Bell read Section G3 of General Orders No. 73, and moved 
that the Section be changed, so that a man could get resi)onse from 
a shot without being put to the inconvenience of depositing 50 cents with 
the range officer. 

Mr. Hudson objected to this motion, on the ground that challenges 
would then be increased and thus delay the matches. 

Col. Bruce suggested that it would be better to make it $1 for a 
challeuge. 
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Major Bell asked what aiiinmiiition would be allowed in the P.esi 
dent's Match. 

The rrcj^ideiit aiisweretl (iovoriuneut Standard only. 

JVIajor Bell moved that Capt. Uaie be made Honorary Chaplain of 
the National Rifle Association. 

Col. Reading seconded the motion, which was carried. 

Mr. Jenkinson asked if there was an Executive Conimttee of the 
National Rifle Association, to which the Secretary replied that there was. 

Mr. Jenkiustm moved tliat the question of abolshirg t'le off shoulder 
position in matches of the National Rifle Assrciation be d scussed by the 
Executive Committee, and the position be made prone. 

Dr. Hudson and Major Chew spoke hi favor of the -landing position. 

Oapt. Craham made an ?,„ondnient to Mr. Jenkiuson's motion— thit 
off-hand shooting be not abolished except in matches. Seconded by 
Jenkinson. 

Upon suggestion of the President, the matter was referred to the 
Executive Committee. 

Lieut. Casey moved that any ammunition be permitted in the Presi- 
dent's Match. Motion lost. 

Mr. Hayes moved that any ammunition be jiermitted in the Presi- 
dent's Match next year. Seconded and carried. 

Lieut. Bwing proiwsed (Japr. John Barlow, of England, a life mem- 
ber. Seconded and carried. 

Col. Bruce proposed Lord Cheylesmore, of England, a life member. 
Seconded and carried. 

General Wingate moved that a vote of thanks be extended to Gen. 
B. W. Spencer, President of the Assr ciation. Seconded and carried. 
On motion, meeting adjourned.

PRACTICE AND THE SECRETARY OF WAR. 

Article I— ^Fhe name of this organization shall be . 

rifle club (or association). 

Article Il-llie object of this organizati. n shall be the encourrge- 
ment of military, rifle and pistol shooting. 

Article III-Any citizen of the United States over sixteen vears of 
age may become a member of the organizition on vote of the executive 
committee and on payment of the nsuil initit-tion fee and dues. 

Article IV-The oflicers of the organization shall be a president, vic.'- 
pros.dei.t, .ecret.ry, treasurer and executive ofticer, who, acting together, 
shall constitute the executive committee. They shall b> eLc ed by a ma- 
jority vote by ballot at the annual meeting of the organization, and hold 
olhce for one year or until their successors are elected 
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Article \ — The annual meetirg of the organization pha'l be held on 
the first SJntuvday of January in each year. If the {innual n eeting sh:! 
not take r>laco at ti.e time fixed, it shall le held within a reasonable t n:e 
thereafter, and the olRcers shall hold over unt'l their suc:essors shall have 
been elected. One-third of the members of the organization shall c in- 
stitute a (fuorum fo»' the transaction of V>usi: ess. 

Article A'l-The annual dues of the oriranization shall l)e $ 

and shall be i».M>nMc nn <»r before the first day of Februjiry in e u-h yea*. 
No member of the organization in arrears shall be eligible to any of the 
benefit oflcreil by tic National Kifle As-jciatlon. The initiation fee 
shall be ^ 

Article A'll — Tbe duties of tie officers s*»all be such as the club 
members may agree uiJon. iirovidrd that a pnrt of such duties shall con- 
sist of some duly authorized officor ^yt the club makrg a cert'fied list of th? 
newly elected officers of the organization rnd a list of the members in 
good standing to the National Rifle Association on Febru'iry in each year. 

Article VIII— The affairs of the organization shall be managed by tie 
executive committee, who shall have general supervision of the affairs 
of the club. Meetings shall l»e held at any time on the call of the presi- 
dent, and three shall constitute a quorum. 

Tlie secretary shall notify the members of the executive committee 
of all meetings, and shall send each memher of the club n<»tice of the 
annual nieeting. He shall keep a true record of all meetings of the ex'^cu- 
tive committee and of the annual meetings, luive the custody of the books 
and papers of the club and' conduct all correspondence. All ai>pMcitio<is 
for membership shall l>e made direct to the secretary. He shall be re- 
sponsible for the collection of all fees and dues and shall remit the sime 
to the treasurer, taking his proi>er receipt therefor. 

The treasurer shall have charge of all funds of the organization, ami 
plr.ce the same in such bank or banks as may l>e approved by the execu- 
tive committee. Such money shall only be withdrawn by <'heck s'gned 
by the treasurer, and for the payment of such bills as shall have be n ap- 
proved by the executive comnnttoe. He shall krep account of al! his trans- 
actions and make a detail report, with vouchers, at any meeting rf tl e 
executive committee when requested, and an annual report to the as- 
sociation at its annual meeting. 

The executive officer shall have charge of the ranges of the c'ub, 
the printing of score cards, the arranging of comiietitions, etc., and shall 
turn over to the treasurer such moneys as may be received for entrance 
fees, etc. No bill shall be contracted without the authorization of the 
executive committee. 

Article IX— Any member whose conduct shall be deeded by a ma- 
jority vote of the executive committee, to htive been injurious to the in- 
terest or welfare of the club, shall forfeit his membership and rights, bat 
such vote shall not be taken without giving the offender two weeks' notice 
of the charges against him, and affording him an opportunit.v of I eiiig 
heard in his defense. lie may ai>]'eil from a decision of the committee 
to the club at a special nieeting called for that purpose, but it shall require 
a two-thirds vote of those present to reverse the committee's decision. 
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Article X — ^Any amendment to thene by-laws uiust first be submitted 
to the National Ilifle Association fur its ii|>pruvaU and, if such is given, 
it may be presented at any meeting of the club after having been sent 
to each member at least ten days iireviously. A two- thirds vote of the 
members present will l>e necessary tu pass it. 

Any by-laws in addition to the above must be submitted to the Na- 
tional Rifle Association for ap|>rovaL 

Clubs already formed have merely to submit a copy of th Mr piesent 
by-laws to the National Rifle Association for approval.

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BYLAWS OF THE NATIONAL RIFLE ASSOCIATION OF AMERICA. 

ARTICLD I. 
NAME}. 

The name of the Association shall lie the Natloni^l Rifle Assodation 
of Ainerica. 

ARTICLE II. 
OBJECT. 

The object of this organization Hhall be to encourage m.irlisnianship 
throughout the United States, particularly in the direct'on of qualifying;, 
as finishe<l marksmen, tho«(e individuals who mny be called upon to servo 
in time of war; to encourage competition in marksmanship between teams 
and individuals; to encourage legislation for the establishment and main- 
tenance of ranges; the issue of military rifles and ammunition to those 
practising thereat; ajid to create a public sentiment in respect to the ne- 
cessity of rifle practice as a means of national defense, also to secure 
reduced rates of transportation for those engaged in military rifle prnctice, 
and to promulgate literature bearing upon the subject. 

ARTICLE IIL 
MEMBERSHIP. 

Membership in the Association shall consist of the following: 

BENEFACTORS— To whom shall be issued on payment of $1,000 
a certificate entitling the holder or his nominee to all the rights of mem- 
bership in the Association in perpetuity. 

PATRONS.— To whom shall be issued on payment of $500 a certifi- 
cate entitling him and the male members of his immediate family to nil 
the rights of membership in the Association for life of said patron. 

LIFE MEMBERS, who shall uiton election as such by the Executive 
Committee and the payment of $25.00 be entitled to all privileges of 
membership during life. 

ANNUAL MEMBERS—, who shall pay an initiation fee of $1.00 
and annual dues of the same amount. 

Each member shall be entitled to one vote in person, and benefactors, 
patrons and life members shall have the privilege of voting by proxy 
at the annual meeting of the Association. 

CLUB MEMBERSHIP.— Any rifle .association, club or military com- 
pany, batterj' or troop may alflliate with the Association upon the pay- 
ment of $10.00 membership fee and $.5.00 annual dues in advance. Regi- 
ments, battalions or squadrons may affiliate upon the payment of $10.00 
membership fee and $10.00 annual dues in advance. 

Any affiliated association, club or military organization may receive 
the sanction, support and co-operation of the Association for any compe- 
titiou or meeting in which it may engage, and a medal annually for com- 
petition among its members. 

Application for membership shall be made to the Secretary and by him 
referred to the Executive Committee, who shall vote on candidates in such 
way as it shall determine. 
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ARTICLE IV. 
MANAGBMBNT. 

1. The affairs of the Association shall be controlled by a Bo.ird of 
Directors, consisting of thirty-six members, the term of one-third of whom 
shall terminate in each year. 

2. They shall be elected at each annual meeting for the ensuing 
calendar year, one*third in each year. 

3. They shall annually elect from their members a president, three 
vice-presidents, treasurer and secretary. 

4. The Assistant Secretary of War or a representative appointed by 
him sliall be ex-ofiicio director of the Association and entitled to a vote 
in the Board. 

5. The Board of Directors may, by a unanimous vote, elect as an 
honorary director for life any person to whom they consider the Associa- 
tion may be under special obligations, who shall be provided with a special 
badge at the expense of the Association. • 

6. The Board of Directors shall fill« for the unexpired tevms, any 
vacancies in its own body 'that may occur prior to the annual meeting 
next following. 

7. A quorum of the Board of Directors shall consist of seven mem- 
bers. , 

8. On important matters a mail vote may be authorized by the 
President, the subject to be voted on to be stated in full in a letter sent 
to each director. 

. 9. The annual meeting of the Board of Directors shall he held on or 
about the first of each year, on call of the Chair, notice of which shall be 
sent to each Director by the Secretary at least six days before the holding 
of the meeting. At this meeting the ofiicers for the ensuing year shall bo 
elected. 

10. Special meetings may be called at any time by the President or 
Vice-President. 

ARTICLE V. 
EXECUTIVE COMMITTDB. 

1. The EiXecutive Committee shall consist of the President, three 
Vice-I'residents, lYeasurer, Secretary and the Assistant Secretary of War 
or his representative. 

2. ITie Executive Committee shall have full charge and control of tlie 
management of the Association, Avhen the Board of Directors is not in 
session. 

3. A vacancy in the Committee may be filled by the remaining mem- 
bers until the next election of officers. 

4. It shall make from time to time such rules and regulations for 
the government of the Association and affiliated clubs as it deems neces- 
sary. 

5. All disputes, protests or npreals shall be made direct to the chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, who may himself decide the question 
in dispute or refer the matter to the Executive Committee. Should the 
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decision of the rhnirmnn of the ExerutlA'o romiiiittee le un atisfutory to 
the ooiiiplninnnt, the question nmy lw» roferre<l to the ei tire conimitteo, 
the decision of the majority of whom shnl! be final. 

G. The arranKemenis for interntale si'id inte!iiati< nnl contests shall 
W submitted t<» this committee, which shall urescribe the conditi ns thereof 
ai.d the place where the contests shall l»e held. 

7. It may, by a three-fourths voip of those present at any meeting, 
expel any memlier of tl.e Assodation Mhom it may con«-ider to have 
commilted an act or icts uubpfomin? a tsentleman or prejudicial to the 
ii:terests of the Association, and del ar him or any other person from tiik- 
lufi part in any future meeting. Sucli vote shall not be taken without 
giving two weeks' notice to the oflFender of the Charges mnde aga'nat him, 
and affonliiig him an opportunity of being heard in his defense. Any 

* 

person so removed shall not be eligible for membership unless his disability 
be ronoved by similar vote. This power shall extend tj contest nts not 
members of the Association. 

S. The Kxecutive Conimilt^e shall meet rt . ny time or place at the 
call of the Presi<lent or Vice-Tresident. 

9. Four mend>ei*s present shall constitute a quorum. 

10. The Kxecutive (^^mmittee shall keep re.!;ular minutes of ts p:o- 
ccedin.irs, which, after having been previduslj^ approved ly t^ e C mraittee, 
shall be reiMHted to the Hoard of Direr tois. All acts of the Executive 
Committee shall be binding uijon the A^wcuiation until chauged by the 
Board of Directors at a regular meeting. 

ARTICLE VI. 
COMMrriEES, 

At the annual meeting of the Hoard of Directors, the President shall 
appoint the standing committees, which will be COMMIl^rRK ON AU- 
DITING AM) FINANCE and COMMrrPEE ON COMPITTITIONS. 
The Auditing and Finance C^jmmittee will consist of three membeis, and 
tlie Ocmimittee on CVmipetitions, of sev( n membe.s, (»f whom one shall be 
the President, wlio will also be the Chairman of the Committee. 

Auditing and Finance Oommittee.— 'Hiis Commit lee s-hall examine an- 
nually the books of the Treasurer and Secretary of the Association, and 
make a report of their examination to the Hoard of Directors. It shall 
direct the deiM)sit and the loaning for investment of funds in the absence 
of specific resolution of the Hoard of Directors. It shall not permit the 
deposit of funds in excess of Ten Thousan<l Dollars in any one institution 
or the investment in any securities except United States or State Bunds 
or Stocks and Securities in which Savings Hanks may invest under the 
laws of tlie State of New York, without a resolution of the Hoard of 
Directors. 

C.)inmitlee on Competitions. — This (■ommittee shall have charge of 
the arrans-^ements of the competitions of the Association, the acquisition 
of prizes and troi)hies, of the collection of funds for the purpose of pro- 
moting rifle practice, of legislation in the interest of rifle practice and 
any other object which may have for its purpose the promotion or dis- 
semination of the knowledge of marksmanship among the citizens of the 
country. 
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The Board of Directors may authorize the President to appoint such 
other committees from time to time as shall be necessary. 

ARTICLE VII. 

DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 

1. The President, or, in his absence, or at his request, the Vice- 
President shall perform the usual duties of his office. He is authorized 
to call all meetings of the Board of Directors and Executive Committee 
and shall be ez-officio Chairman of all Committees. 

2. He shall appoint standing and special committees. 

3. The Secretary shall notify the members of the Board of Directors 
and the Executive Committee of all meetings, and shall send each mem- 
ber of the Association notice of the annual meeting. He shall keep a 
true record of all meetings of the Directors of the Association and of the 
Executive Committee, have the custody of the books and papers per- 
taining thereto and the corporate seal of the Association, and conduct 
all correspondence pertaining to competitions and membership. He shall 
make report of his proceedings as often as he shall be requested to do so 
by the President or Executive Committee. He shall keep a correct roll 
of the members, together with the dates of their admission to membership 
in the Association. All applications for membership shall be made direct 
to the Secretary of the Association, who shall be responsible for the col- 
lection of all membership fees and dues, and shall remit the same as re- 
<!eived to the Treasurer, taking his proper receipt therefor. The Secretary 
is authorized to contract bills in the sum of not exceeding $50.00. 

4. The Treasurer shall have charge of all funds of the Association 
and place the same in such Bank or Banks as may be approved by the 
E/xecutive Committee. Such money shall be deposited to the credit of 
the Association, and shall be withdrawn only by the check thereof signed 
l)y the Treasurer. He shall pay only such bills as have been approved 
by the President or Executive Committee. He shall keep accounts of all 
his transactions and make a detailed report, with vouchers, at any meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee or Directors, when requested, and an 
annual report to the Directors at their annual meeting. He shall be ro- 
■quired by the Directors to furnish a satisfactory surety bond in such 
amount as they may designate, the expense of which is to be paid by the 
Association. In the event of the absence or inability of the Treasurer to 
fulfill the duties of his office, the President may appoint a Treasurer pro- 
tem., or make such other arrangements as the Executive Committee may 
deem best. 

ARTICLE VIII. 
SALARIES. " 

1. No Director, with the exception of the Secretary, shall receive 
any profits, salarj^ or emolument from the Association, unless by resolu- 
tion of the Board of Directors. 

2. The annual salary of the Secretary of the Association shall be 
•determined by the Executive Committee. 
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ARTICLE IX. 

1. The annual nieetius of the Atsodnlioa Bbnll be he!d on Tbu 
day, at 8 P. M.. during the veek In nbich the annual conip«titious ot 1 
A3<iociatiou are being beld. Tbie dale sball b« fixed by the Ezecuti 
Committee and shall, aa far as pra<rticable, be the first week in Septeml 
of each year. If it ahall not take place at that time, it shall be beld as ac 
thereafter as ma; be conTenient, and the Directori wbone terms of ofi 
Bhall have expired aball hold over until their successors are elected. 

2. Twenty-five members shall coustilule a quorum at any meeting 
the AMOciatioQ. 

3. At this meeting twelve Directors shall be elected to tnke i 
places of those whose term of office will expire with the year. 

ARTICLE X. 

AMENDMEXT8 

1. To amend these by-laws the proposed nmendment shall be si 
scribed by at least twelve Directors, and shnll then be presented to t 
President, who shall cause it to be brought before the Board of Directo 
To become adopted it must receive at least a majority vote of the Bot 
of Directors.

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Report of the Secretary 

of the 

National Rifle Association of 



For the Year 1904. 

The impetus given to rifle shooting in this country through the 
work of the National Rifle Association and the National Board 
for the Promotion of Rifle Practice during the past year marks 
an epoch in»^he history of rifle shooting. It is almost impossible 
to separate the work of the National Association and the National 
Board, the leading spirits in both bodies being practically the 
same. The National Board has devised and laid out plans which 
have been turned over to the National Association to be carried 
out. This is made necessary, owing to the fact that the Board 
has no clerical force and no funds on hand to carry on the com- 
prehensive plans which it has adopted. 

This year's campaign was inaugurated by well attended meet- 
ings of both the National Association and the National Board, 
jointly, in Washington, on January i8th. The National Board 
drew up a new course of firing for the National match, adding 
to it both rapid fire and skirmish' work. 

There was also added a new match for the rifle, known as the 
National Individual match, and also a new match for the pistol, 
to be known as the National Pistol match. The conditions of 
these matches are already well known to riflemen generally, and 
are embodied in General Order No. 53 of the War Department. 
In addition to making the conditions for these new matches, there 
w^as also passed the following resolutions : 

''Resolved, That, in the opinion of the National Board for the 
Promotion of Rifle Practice, rifle practice will be greatly pro- 
moted by the formation in each state of state rifle associations, 
to be affiliated with the National Rifle Association: and that 
copies of this resolution be transmitted to the Adjutants General 
of the States and Territories and of the District of Columbia, 
with the request that they take steps for the organization of such 
associations. 

Resolved, That the National Rifle Association be requested to 
prepare suitable by-laws for affiliated clubs, and when the by-laws 
have been approved and the clubs become affiliated, the results 
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of the practice shall be collected by the National Rifle Associa- 
tion and forwarded to the Adjutant General of the Army cmnu- 
ally." 

Rules were drawn up and adopted for the goveiT«ing of the 
shooting at all military competitions. 

At the meeting of the Directors of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion on June ii the Palmai trophy protest was taken up and 
finally disposed of by the passing of a resolution tr> return the 
trophy to England, accompanied with a letter explaining our 
stand in the matter. , As this matter is fresh in the minds of all 
riflemen, I need not go into it more fully here. 

The officers for the year 1904 were elected at this meeting. 
The only changes made were those of the third vicerpresident, in 
which there was a vacancy, caused by the death of General 
Saunders, of Maryland. General Lawrason Riggs, also of Mary- 
land, was elected to take his place, and Lieut. Reginald H. 
Sayre, of Squadron A, N. G. N. Y., was elected as Treasurer, 
in place of Leslie C. Bruce. 

The annual competitions of the association were held at Sea 
Girt, N. J., from Sq>tember i to 12. The scores in detail of 
all the matches are published elsewhere. During the competi- 
tions there was held the annual meeting of the association. 
Through the courtesy of the New Jersey State Rifle Association 
the large meeting rooim in its club house was put at the disposal 
of the National Association. The meeting was well attended, 
the room being quite full, and, in addition to the election of direc- 
tors for the ensiling year, was given up almost entirely to a 
general discussion on the subjects brought before ibe meeting 
by the Secretary's report. 

The report recommended the abolishing of annual member- 
ship, on account of lack of interest and growth of this class 
of membership in the association, and that the energies of the 
association be confined entirely to clubs and organized bodies, 
thereby making it a strictly central or governing head for the 
rifle shooting organizations of the country, both civilian and 
military. On this recommendation the meeting as a whole 
concurred. 

Another matter dealt with in the Secretary's paper, and one 
which has a most important bearing upon the future of rifle 
shooting in this country, was that of the annual meetings for 
competition. It was shown how detrimental it was in having 
the fall competitions divided up and extended over such a long 
period. It is utterly impossible for business men, and most of 
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the National Guard shcx>ters are such, to give from four to six 
weeks of their time away from home and business to attend 
these different events. It was imperative, therefore, to have the 
annual contest for the National trophy and the N. R. A. matches 
held at the same time and place. This sentiment appeared to 
be unanimously those of the assembled riflemen. It was also 
recommended that the State Associations hold their annual com- 
petitions previous to the big shoot, and send their high-score 
man to the National competitions at the expense of the local 
association. This would create keen rivalry at the State shoots 
for the coveted honor of representing the State. The successful 
competitor might with justice be designated the State individual 
champion anSd the representative of the State in the President's 
match for the U. S. individual championship. 

To act upon the Secretary's recommendations a meeting of the 
3oard of Directors was held in Washington, D. C, on October 
22d. The recommendation as to abolishing annual members 
was unanimously approved, and the by-laws were amended in 
accordance therewith. This brought up the question as to how 
the Directors should be elected hereafter. This was finally 
provided for by the following amendment to the by-laws : 

"They shall be elected at each annual meeting for the ensuing 
calender year, one-third in each year, by the majority votes of 
the benefactors, patrons and life members and delegates from 
affiliated organizations present. Representation from affiliated 
organizations being as follows : Rifle clubs, separate troops and 
companies, batteries, battalions, squadrons, two each : regiments, 
four each ; State associations, six each ; delegates to be provided 
with proper credentials from the organizations which they repre- 
sent, and that the delegates present from any organization shall 
be authorized to cast the number of votes to which their organi- 
zation is entitled.'' 

The annual dues for the first class, or State associations, was 
fixed at $15 per year; the second class, or regiments, at $10 per 
year, and the third class, or rifle clubs (other than State associa- 
tions), separate troops and comjxinies, batteries, battalions and 
squadrons $5 per year. 

A point was raised that many of the former annual members 
will not care to join local organizations. To meet this proposi- 
tion the following resolution was passed : 

"That any former annual member may become a life member 
by paying the difference between the aggregate annual dues paid 
to date and $25, the cost of life membership." 
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The Board at this meeting took up the matter of throwing 
open mihtary matches to rifles of private manufactures when 
properly viewed and stamped. After a full and thorough dis- 
cussion of the subject, it was finally decided to recommend to 
the National Board that in all military matches, the conditions 
which call for **any" military rifle, rifles that have been viewed 
and stamped by the National Rifle Association may be used. 
The Board passed such a resolution for its own matches. The 
plan agreed upon by the Board for viewing and stamping the 
rifles in question was as follows : The armorer at the Sea Girt, 
N. J., rifle range was appointed inspector for the National Rifle 
Association, to view and stamp the rifles covered by the new 
relgulations, and to sign and issue a certificate with each rifle, 
as well as stamping the rifles ; that where rifles are to be viewed 
and stamped and certificates issued to the manufacturers, the 
inspector will go to such manufacturers and view and stamp 
the rifles and issue the certificates there. Single rifles or small 
lots are to be shipped to him at Sea Girt, and be stamped and a 
certificate issued there. The charge per rifle for viewing and 
stamping by the National Rifle Association is to be 50 cents each. 

The Board also passed a resolution that hereafter the National 
Marksman's Reserve button shall show on its face the year in 
which the button was won. 

The same day a meeting of the National Board for the Pro- 
motion of Rifle Shooting was held in the office of the Assistant 
Secretary of War. At this meeting the question of viewing and 
stamping military rifles came up. Recognizing that there are 
many riflemen throughout the United States who are debarred 
from qualifying for the National Marksman's Reserve, through 
their inability to obtain the Government rifle, the specifications 
governing rifles of private makers were amended to read : 

"That rifles of private makers, conforming in all respects to 
the following: (a) The piece must be capable of using the 
standard Government cartridge for the *Krag' rifle; (b) it must 
be the same weight and length; (c) it must have sights similar 
to those adopted by the War Department; when viewed and 
stamped by the National Rifle Association shall be permitted 
to be used by clubs duly affiliated with the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation for qualification as national marksmen and military 
matches where the conditions call for *any' military rifle." 

It will be seen that these rules are sufficiently broad to open a 
new field for private manufacturers of repeating amis that are 
of military type. The management of important competitions 
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held from now on will undoubtedly provide numerous matches 
open to rifles coming under the above conditions. 
. *The question as to the range upon which the Naticaal matches 
are to be shot in 1905 was discussed, and at a meeting of the 
Board, to be held on January 27th, propositions will be received 
from, rifle associations desiring the match. In all probability 
the match will be held under the auspices of the association show- 
ing the best facilities. The sentiment of the Board seems to be 
in favor of holding the competitions in the East. It is hoped 
the matches of our association can be held at the same time and 
place. 

The Board also took action looking toward the attendance of 
teams from' West Point and Annapolis, to shoot in the National 
Trophy match, and to secure the presence of teams from a num- 
ber of colleges receiving appropriations from the Government 
in an intercollegiate match for the cadet cup offered by the 
National Rifle Association. 

An important action of the Board was in amending the rules 
regarding ties, so that the competitor will continue firing, in case 
of a possible, until he is out of the bull. The result will be that 
competitors will shoot off their ties at the same time they are 
made, a long needed reform. The rules governing the time 
allowance in team matches was also changed so that hereafter 
the time limit will be one minute for each shot at all ranges up 
to and including the 600-yard range, and for the longer ranges, 
800, 900 and 1,000 yards, the time limit will be two minutes a 
shot; and, furthermore, no time remaining from any one stage 
can be carried over as a credit to the next stage of the m-atch. 

The association is under obligations to Messrs. Robert S. Hale, 
of Boston, and George G. Seabury, of New York, for the proffer 
of prizes for next season's annual competitions. The conditions 
of the new matches will be arranged later. 

Affiliated Organizations. 

The year just ended has been a most successful one for the 
N. R. A. in this branch of its membership. During the year 
twenty organizations have affiliated themselves with us, two of 
which are State associations, twelve military organizations and 
six civilian clubs. This makes a total of fifty organizations that

are now within the jurisdiction of the National Association. 
There is at least a dozen civilian clubs which stand ready to 
affiliate as soon as the rifle club bill passes Congress. 

All of the organizations but four were sent the club medal, 
given to the clubs by tJie N. R. A., with the condition^ drawn np 
by the Executive Committee for the firing for same. So far I 
have only been able to get rqxirts of the competitions for the 
medal from tweiitj-one 6i the organizations. Seme official 
action should be taken bj' the Board to correct this. 

State Rifle Associations. 

There is nothing that stimulates rifle shooting in a State more 
than an active State association. Within the last year there 
have been organized a State association in the State of New 
York, and also in Ohio and Iowa. Not only were the associa- 
tions organized and put on prosperous basis, but the State shoots 
were held, which demonstrates that these associations have a 
prosperous future before them. Maryland has also organized a 
State association, and like associations are in the course of 
organization in the District of Columbia, Colorado and Mich- 
igan. It is hoped that within a few years most every State will 
have its State Rifle Association which will Work in dose oo-opera- 
tion with the National .'\ssociation. 



National Marksman's Reserve. 



The plan of the National Rifle Association for a National 
Reserve of qualified rifleniai having been appro\'ed by the 
National Board and the Secretary of War, letters were sent to 
affiliated organizations, notifying them of this fact ard also the 
conditions of qualification. Official score sheets in books of 
one hundred were supplied b>- the Secretary of the National 
Rifle Association to such organizations as requested them. 

The course consisted of 21 shots, 5 shots for record at 200, 
300 and 500 yards, 2 sighting shots allowed at each range. 
Many of the affiliated organizations did not have tiie necessary 
ranges to carry out the conditions of the contest, as, for instance, 
■hose organizations in Massachusetts where there are no 300- 
yard ranges and organizations that have only 200-yard ranges. 
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The following is a summary of those who made a qualifying 
score (50 ix)ints or better at all ranges) during the season:

As many of the organizations did not understand the real 
significance of this important competition, and the notices of 
same having been sent out late in the season many were pre- 
vented from qualifying who otherwise would have done so. A 
new regulation has been made by the National Rifle Association 
for 1905, whereby the scores made by National Guardsmen under 
special course c. may be counted for National Marksmen's Re- 
serve qualification. 

As the National Board at its last meeting passed a resolution 
allowing rifle clubs to use other than the Government rifle in 
qualifying as National marksmen, there no doubt will be a large 
increase in the numter qualifying next year. It is hoped, in time, 
to have listed from' five hundred thousand to one million citizens 
qualified as National marksmen, and it is proposed to issue to 
each citizen qualifying 50 rounds of ammunition free. 

A button showing the year of qualification will be given to 
those who qualify from year to. year, and, in addition, their 
names will be recorded with the Military Secretary cf the War 
Department. 

Ammunition Test. 

An event of the year 1904 which has had and will have an 
important influence on military shooting took place at the Sea 
Girt range on July 9th. 

A statement made at a meeting of the National Board that 
Government ammunition was inferior to that of private manu- 
facturers in point of accuracy and reliability brought about the 
appointment of a committee by the Assistant Secretary of War 
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to make a comparative test of the Government ammunition in 
connection with that of private makers. The committee was 
General B. W. Spencer, New Jersey ; General George H. Harries, 
District of Columbia, and General Lawrason Riggs, of Mary- 
land. Besides these gentlemen there were present at the test 
experts from the Ordnance Department of the Army and repre- 
sentatives from four of the great ammunition making concerns 
of the country. 

The firing was all done at i,ooo yards from a machine rest. 
Three groups of lo shots each were fired alternately from each 
maker's batch. 

This test demonstrated beyond a doubt that the Governm.ent 
cartridge was not as accurate or reliable as those of ]3rivate man- 
ufacturers, the fault lying, in the opinion of the experts present, 
in the small caliber and short bearing of the service bullet, the 
same powder having been used in all makes. 

A feature of this test which was most creditable to the private 
manufacturers was their co-operation with the National Board 
in presenting their goods for a comparative test with the Govern- 
ment ammunition. 

The lesson learned by the Government experts from the test 
has resulted in the Ordnance Department changing their bullet. 
The improvement in the ammunition's accuracy was marked in 
the competition for the National Trophy at Fort Riley, where all 
teams were compelled to shoot the Government ammunition, 
under the rules of the match. 

Schools and Colleges. 

One of the three cardinal principles which the National Rifle 
Association is striving for is the adoption of a course in rifle 
practice in military and other schools. In considering the matter 
of the encouragement of rifle practice, one cannot help being 
impressed with the importance of the early training of the indi- 
vidual. The Government is slowly l>eginning to realize this, 
and the time must surely come when instruction in marksman- 
ship will be considered of as much importance in the training of 
our school boys as football and kindred sports. 

The success of school rifle practice depends largely upon the 
instruction available, as well as upon the range accommodations, 
and also the competing influence of other schools. The real 
importance of instruction to the youths lies in the after effects, 
and many a man will owe to this early training of his college 
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days a fondness for the rifle and an interest in shoC'-ting which 
will be instrumental in bringing him into the National Guard 
and rifle clubs. 

At present the cadet rifle, as issued to the various colleges, is 
of the old Springfield design, using black powder. It is pre- 
sumed the **Krag" carbines will soon be discarded by the cavalry 
arm of the regular establishment, and these pieces, of which there 
are a considerable number, would seem to supply a suitable 
weapon for use in schools. 

The National Board has recommended that a course of school 
practice be prescribed, which would qualify a student as a 
* 'sharpshooter,'' ''junior sharpshooter," "marksman" and "junior 
marksman," a junior marksman and sharpshooter being a boy 
of less than fifteen years of age. In this line we have some- 
thing to learn from- the public schools of Japan, which, though 
modelled from the schools of America, have gone one step fur- 
ther and made schools of patriotism as well as of learning. 

The National Board has also recommended that the Govern- 
ment issue a State school championship medal for individuals, 
a State team trophy, to be open for competition among teams 
representing the several schools of the State, and a National 
school trophy, which should be held by the team- making the 
best score in the State competition, or between the teams which 
have won the State competition. 

The National Board has taken a step in the right direction by 
opening the National match this year to teams from West Pbint 
and Annapolis. The purpose of this was so that teams from 
those academies might take advantage of the act which provides 
for the paying of the transportation and subsistence for teams 
which participate in the National match. The wisdom of this 
action may be questioned, however, as the cadets will be so 
outclassed that it may have a discouraging eflfect upon their 
future appearance at these competitions. It is hoped that later 
on a way may be found to pay the exj^enses of teams from 
colleges where a military instructor is detailed, to the annual 
competitions, to compete for thei "Cadet Cup" offered by the 
National Association. 

Legislation. 

The legislation of the previous year having failed of passage 
in Congress, a new bill was introduced shortly after the first of 
the year, which was fathered by Representative Dick of Ohio. 
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This bill called for an appropriation of $50,000 for the expenses 
of rifle teams attending the National match, $20,000 for the 
building of a National rifle range at Fort Riley and $3,000 for 
the expenses of the National Board. It was soon found that on 
account of so many War Department measures pending that this 
bill could not be passed. 

As it was necessary that a range should be built lu the West 
which could accommodate the National match for 1904, that 
item was withdrawn from the bill and put in the regular army 
appropriation bill. In committee the amount was ctil down to 
$10,000 and tacked on to the appropriation for rifle ranges and 
practice of the regular army. In this manner money was secured 
which built the range at Fort Riley, and this was all that was 
accomplished through legislation by the efforts of the National 
Board and the National Rifle Association during the last session 
of Congress. 

There was, however, another bill introduced, which came very 
near being passed. This bill was called ''A Bill to promote the 
efficiency of the Reserve Militia and to encourage rifle practice 
among the members thereof." It provided for the issue of 
Government arms and ammunition to Government rifle clubs. 

Before this bill was introduced, the writer, in company with 
General Spencer and General Harries, called on President Roose- 
velt, at the White House, on March iSth, to secure his approval 
to the proposed legislation. He not only most heartily gave his 
endorsement to same but said he ''hoped to see the day when 
there would be a prosperous rifle club in every county and hamlet 
in the country; that this was a step in the right direction, and 
that if he had any fault to find, it was that it did not go far 
enotigh." This bill was also' appro\^ed by the Secretary of War 
and the National Board. 

It was introduced simultaneously in the House of Representa- 
tives by General Dick and in the Senate by Senator Proctor. 
The bill was reported favorably upon by the Military Committee 
of the House, and put on the calendar. In the Senate Committee 
there was a slight delay, owing to amendments proposed by vSen- 
ator Warren, and the bill was not reported until the closing days 
of the session. 

There is no doubt but that this bill could have been passed at 
the present session, but it was thoug"ht best to incorporate the 
sum and substance of it into a new bill, which was introduced. 

The new bill, besides containing the club feature of the old 
bill, calls for an annual appropriation of one million dollars for 
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five years for the purpose of building and equipping ranges 
throughout the countr\\ There is no doubt but that the very 
fountain head of all this patriotic work is the establishing of 
ranges where the shooting can be done, otherwise it would be 
like building a pier without a foundation. 

This bill was introduced with the approval and support of the 
War Department and the administration, and should receive 
the unqualified support of every citizen of the United States who 
has the welfare of his coimtry to heart. The text of the bill is 
is follows: 

A BILL 

To Encourage Rifle Practice and Excellence in Marksmanship 
Amongst Citizens of the United States, so as to Render 
Them Quicklv Available for Efficient Serv ice in Time of 
War. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of 
the United States of America in Congress assembled, that the 
sum of one million dollars ($1,000,000), or so much thereof as 
may be necessar>', is annually appropriated, to be expended under 
the direction of the Secretary of War, and for the following 
purposes, viz : 

For training in rifle practice such citizens, belonging to the 
clubs hereinafter referred to, as desire to become efficient marks- 
men. 

For the construction and equipment of proper shooting gal- 
leries. 

For the acquisition, construction, equipment and maintenance 
of suitable national target ranges, to be used by the clubs herein 
referred to, and by the army, navy, marine corps and National 
Guard. 

For the issue of arms and ammunition to schools and clubs 
under regulations to be prescribed by the National Board for 
the Promotion of Rifle Practice, and approved by the Secretary 
of War, not exceeding one (i) rifle to each ten (10) male mem- 
bers thereof fifteen (15) years of age and over, bonds for the 
proper care and return of the arms to be given under direction 
of the Secretar>' of War. 

For the issue with the rifles of five hundred (500) rounds of 
ammunition per piece, and for issue thereafter each year 
not exceeding fifty (50) rounds of ammunition for each quali- 
fication as marksman under rules prescribed by the National 
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Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice, and approved by the 
Secretary of War; provided, that in making issues of arms and 
ammunition under this act, the Secretary of War is authorized 
to utilize, without charge against this appropriation, any arms 
and ammunition belonging to the United States and not required 
for other purposes. 

For official badges for qualified marksmen and for necessary 
super\'ision, printing, clerical work, stationery and incidental 
expenses. 

Practice of the rifle clubs herein referred to shall be carried 
on in conformity with regulations to be prescribed by the 
National Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice, and ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War; and the results thereof, with 
the names of persons qualifying as marksmen, shall be filed in 
the office of the Military Secretary of the Army. 



If this bill becomes a law it is proposed to begin the building 
of rifle ranges at once, preference being given to localities in 
^he vicinity of the large cities, and those States which, at the 
present time, have no rifle ranges.

National Matches. 



;/.'•: 
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The National match at Fort Riley, Kansas, was an important 
'vent in the general development of rifle practice throughout 
^ / the United States. In many ways the match was a great suc- 
/ I cess, and it was to be regretted that more States were not repre- 
sented by teams, but as long as the expenses of State teams must 
be taken from the States' allowances under the Dick Bill, the 
representation of the States will necessarily be low, as the Gov- 
ernors of many of the States absolutely refuse to use their allot- 
ments for this purpose. 

The enlargement of the scope of the match by increasing the 
amount of rapid fire and skirmish work has also put an extra 
expense upon the States on account of the vast amount of am- 
munition required to practice a State team' into winning form. 
The New York State team overcame this somewhat by reloading 
their own ammunition, but there are few States which have had 
the experience necessary to enable them to do this. Another 
reason is that only comparatively few States have the long ranges 
and skirmish ground necessary to practice for this competition. 

Since the 1903 competition, the conditions of the match have 
l)een changed by adding one more skirmish run and rapid fire 
at 500 yards. 

The Fort Riley range, over which the match was shot, con- 
tained 28 targets on the double sash principle. There were 36 
groups of skirmish targets. 

It was the consensus of opinion of the Eastern riflemen that 
the range was harder to shoot over than the Eastern ranges,, 
owing particularly to a break in the line of the bluffs in the rear 
of the targets, which, under certain conditions of the wind, pro- 
duced most perplexing currents. 

The majority of the teams encamped upon the reservation 
about a mile from the range, but the members of the New York 
team made their headquarters on board their car at Fort Riley, 
and the New Jersey team- was quartered in the hotel at Junction 
Oity. 

The executive officer of the shoot was Captain A. C. Macomb,, 
Fifth Cavalry, U. S. A. The positions of range oflicers were 
filled by the United States Army officers from Fort Riley, one 
being detailed for each firing point. The marking and scoring 
was done "by members of the United States Army. 

Monday, August 22d, the first day of the match, was a typical 
Kansas summer day, the cloudless sky and clear atmosphere 
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presenting conditions of light which were unusual to many 
of the Eastern marksmen, objects miles away being defined with 
ease, which called forth many expressioiis of surprise. 

The completion of the first day's competition, which was 
devoted to 200 and 6oo-yards slow fire and 200 and 500-yards 
rapid fire, 10 shots each man at each range, placed the United 
States Infantry team in the lead with a total of 1,967, followed 
by the District of Columbia, 1,951; New York, 1,946; United 
States Marine Corps 1,924; United States Navy, 1,901, and New 
Jersey, 1,895. 

Tuesday, August 23d, was devoted to slow fire competitions 
at 800 and 1,000 yards. A marked change was made in the 
positions of the teams by this day's work, New York bv maintain- 
ing a remarkable uniform average at both ranges, taking first 
place with a total of 2,880. New Jersey was second, with 2,810, 
this score, however, being afterwards reduced 82 points owing 
to the fact that those points had been made after their allowance 
of time had expired. 

Wednesday, the third and last day of the match, was devoted 
to skirmish runs, two being made by each team. A feature of 
the runs was the fine work of the United States Navy team, 
whose record in one run was 773, and in the other run, 765. 
This brought the Navy team so near to the top that New York, 
in order to win, had to score at least 726. They made 753, and 
thus won the m'atch by 28 points. The Navy team was second, 
the Army team, third; the Cavalry team, fourth; the Marine 
Corps, fifth, and the District of Columbia, sixth, completing the 
list of prize winners.

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The National individual rifle match, which was contested on 
August 25 and 26, was won from a field of two hundred com- 
petitors by Sergeant George Sayre, 15th U. S. Infantry, with 
a score of 462. 

The National individual revolver match was won on August 
27 by Sergeant M. Carey, Troop L, 15th U. S. Cavalry, with a 
total of 236.
